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Iran attacks Bubiyan Island

ded two Kuwaiti servicemen 
in an exchange of fire.

1 5 GMT) 
some military positions on 
Bubiyan, about 20 miles (30 km) 
northeast . of Kuwait City and 
facing the southern theatre of the 
rran-Iraq war.

He said he hoped there would 
be no further confrontations. 

“] hope this attack is not 
repeated, especially now that we 
are attempting to build good 
relations with Iran.” 

Shipping executives, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
the Iranians approached only to 
within several hundred yards 
(metres) of the shore and escaped 
unscathed after an encounter 
that lasted only a few minutes. 

Kuwait supports Iraq in the 7- 
1 /2-year-old Gulf war and in the 
final months of last year its oil 
installations came under attack 
by six Iranian Silkworm missiles. 

Bubiyan, inhabited only by 
troops, serves as a forward 
defence position for Kuwait and 
is linked to the m ainlan d by a 
bridge. 

The marshy island of about 
300 sq miles (775 sq km), the 
largest of nine Kuwaiti islands in 
the Gulf, is separated by a 
narrow waterway from Iraq's 
Faw peninsula which was 
occupied by Iranian forces in 
1986. 

Fired 

The attack on Bubiyan was the 
first Iranian strike on Kuwait 
since December when Iranian 
forces fired a Silkworm missile 
toward Kuwait's primary oil ter- 
minal at Sea Island. The missile 
struck a decoy barge. . 

Iran staged severitf 1 - Silkworm 
missi le attacks on Kuwait last 
year. In October missiles struck 


the US-owned tanker Sanguri, 
the US flagged tanker Sea Isle 
City and the Sea Island. 

Shortly after the attack, the 
Kuwaiti Foreign Ministry sum- 
moned the Iranian charge d'af- 
faires and told him of Kuwait's 
strong protest against and den- 
unciation of this provocative acL 

After the meeting between the 
Iranian charge d’affaires and 
Kuwait's Foreign Under- 
secretary Suleiman Majed Al 
Shahin. an official ministry 
spokesman said: "This aggres- 
sion on Kuwait's sovereignly 
and security will undoubtedly 
inflate tbe already t ense situation 
in the area and lead to con- 
sequences that would not serve 
the security and stability of the 
region.'' 

Denied 

Tehran denied its gunboats 
attacked Bubiyan island. 

An Iranian spokesman said 
Iranian gunboats routinely 
patrolled the Khawr 'Abd Allah 
waterway between Bubiyan 
Island and the Iranian-occupied 
Faw peninsula and nothing 
unusual had happened yester- 
day. 

Western diplomats in Kuwait 
told the Arab Times the attack 
on Bubiyan Island was not 
entirely surprising but did not 
interpret it as a signal fora larger- 
scale attack on KuwaiL 

“They just hit a wrong sand- 
bank” said a European diplomat 
noting that Umm Al Qasr, an 


Iraqi town near Kuwaiti border 
has been under the Iranian fire 
for several weeks now. 

The diplomats were inclined to 
believe the aitack was a deed of 
more aggressive patrolmen 
rather than an operation carried 
out on orders from Tehran. “Ii is 
not in the same category of 
events as a missile attack'* said a 
Western diplomat. 

“One has to make a difference 
between the official decisions 
taken in Tehran and emotional 
decision taken by the 
Revolutionary Guards.'* said 
another European envoy. 

He added that the attack 
presents an escalation of the 
Iranian threats against Kuwait 
and goes to show Lhat these 
threats were meant to be more 
than merely verbal intimidation. 

The diplomat said that the 
incident was predicted by some 
members of the Kuwaiti govern- 
ment who have recently expres- 
sed concern that the Iranian 
threats against Kuwait were not 
abating. Unlike in the southern 
Gulf where the foreign Navies 
patrol the waters there is no such 
deterrent in the northern reaches 
of the Gulf, he said. 

Pressure 

“The Iranians are under pres- 
sure to maintain the tension in 
the region since the seasonal con- 
ditions for a major offensive are 
increasingly becoming, 

unfavourable,” he added. 

A number of countries 
deplored the attack on Kuwait. 


4 killed as violence 
flares on Land Day 


NAZARETH, Israel, March 30, 
(Agencies): At least four Pales- 
tinians died and more than 60 
were injured today as 
unprecedented preventive 
measures failed to curb violence 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

The Army, giving figures for 
the West Bank but not the Gaza 
Strip or Israel proper, said that 
by 6 pm (1600 GMT), three 
Palestinian men and one woman 
were killed and between 45 to 47 
people injured, mostly by gun- 
fire. 

Three Israeli soldiers were hurt 
as well as three Israeli civilians, 
an Army spokeswoman said. 
Official figures for the Gaza Strip 
would be released later, she 
added. 

A three-day ban on media 
travel to the occupied areas, cou- 
pled with the closure of a Pales- 
tinian news agency that was a 
main source of information, left 
newsmen uncertain about the 
exact toll. 

Closed 

The Army ordered the Pales- 
tine 1 Press Service (PPS) news 
agency closed for six months' 
while the Supreme Court rejected 
a petition from the Foreign Press 
Association (FPA) to open the 
occupied areas immediately for 
press coverage. 

At midmoming, the Army 
dosed the offices of the Palestine 


Press Service in Arab East 
Jerusalem under emergency 
regulations to maintain 
"security and public order," said 
editor Elias M. Zananiri. 

Ibrahim Kara'een, the owner 
of the news agency, which has 
about 40 clients, was summoned 
to police headquarters where he 
was given the closure order sig- 
ned by Maj. Gen. Am ram Mit- 
zna, commander of the central 
district, Zananiri said. 

The violence marked “Land 
Day", an annual day of protest 
by Israeli Arabs against land 
confiscation, during which 
residents of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip were widely expected 
to stage their own protests as part 
of a three-month-old uprising 
against Israeli rule. 

Gunfire 

Hospitals in the West Bank 
towns of Ramallah and Nablus 
respectively said they had 
received bodies of a woman and a 
man shot dead in clashes with 
troops. 

Relief Palestinian sources said 
they were told a man was also 
killed near Hebron while an 
Israeli security source said a first 
report spoke of a further fatality 
near Jerusalem. 

At least 45 West Bank 
residents and 15 inhabitants of 
the Gaza Strip were wounded, 
mostly by gunfire, but some by 
dubbings and tear gas, Israeli 


US peace plan is 
flawed: Arab League 


WASHINGTON, March 30. 
(Agencies): Secretary of State 
George Shultz, about to make 
another trip to push his Middle 
East peace proposal, was told 
yesterday by Arab foreign mini- 
sters that his plan was basically 
flawed. 

Clovis Maksoud, represen- 
tative for the Arab Leaguein the 
US. said after the two-hour meet- 
ing with Shultz that the seven 
foreign ministers told the 
secretary of state that his plan 
“tends to negate several things: 
self-determination for the Pales- 
tinian people, a total Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied 


territories and security for all 
states in the region." 

Shultz is scheduled to arrive in 
Israel on Sunday night for 
another attempt to sell his plan 
for direct Arab-Israeli negotia- 
tions* starting with an inter- 
national conference involving 
both the United States and the 
Soviet Union, but without any 
direct authority over the negotia- 
tions. 

Maksoud said: “We think that 
the PLO should have equal foot- 
ing in representing the Palestin- 
ians." The Israeli government 
has refused to accept any PLO 
representation. 


sources said. Most of the injuries 
were in the Hebron and Tulkarm 
areas of the West Bank. 

At least two Israeli soldiers 
were hurt, including one hit on 
the head with an axe, the sources 
added. 

The high casualty toll contras- 
ted with events in areas of Israel 
inhabited by the country's Arab 
minority of 700,000 where a day 
of protest passed generally 
peacefully. 

Doctors at Ramallah Hospital 
said in a telephone interview lhat 
troops entered the home of 
Wajalah Rabia, while she and 
her family were eating breakfast 
and fatally shot her in the head. 

“The soldiers came in and 
asked if there were any men in the 
house," Mrs Rabir’s 17-year-old 
daughter, Zeinab, said in quotes 
relayed by a visitor to the hosp- 
ital. 

She said she told the troops no 
men were home, but they entered 
anyway. A soldier shot one 
brother who started to run and 
other family members then lun- 
ged toward the troops, who 
opened fire, she said. 

Clash 

Officials at Nablus* Al Ittihad 
Hospital “said another Palestin- 
ian, Khalid Salah, 22, died of a 
gunshot wound to the back dur- 
ing a clash with troops in the 
nearby village of Burqa. They 
said another Arab was wounded 
in the shoulder. 

The Army was investigating 
the death. 

The fatalities brought to 119 
the number of Palestinians killed 
by Israelis since the unrest began, 
according to UN figures. One 
Israeli soldier was killed. 

Three-fourths of Israel's Arab 
citizens joined a general strike, 
organisers said. 

The curfew-bound Gaza Strip 
was “one gigantic ghost town" 
with almost' all its 650,000 
residents remaining indoors, a 
UN relief official said. A few 
burning tyres and Army patrols 
were the only signs of life in the 
streets, he said. 

Amnesty International 
expressed concern yesterday that 
restricted press access into 
Israeli-occupied areas during a 
three-day closing of the 
territories would hide possible 
human rights violations. 


Condemning the attack the 
British government said it is a 
“very worrying development". 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
in London called on the Iranians 
“to stop such attacks which 
could only increase the already 
heightened tensions in the area”. 

The Foreign Office also stres- 
sed that Kuwait “is a non-com- 
batant country and we deplore 
any assault on its territories". 

Saudi Arabia and Bahrain 
have strongly denounced the 
aggression and voiced support 
for Kuwait in defending its 
sovereignty and territorial , 
integrity. 

Condemn 

J ordan said:" We condemn the 
Iranian aggression against 
Kuwait." Information Minister 
Hani Al Khasawneh said: “It 
reveals the intransigent nature of 
the present Iranian government 
and we consider it a provocation 
againsL Kuwait. There is no 
reason for it except a desire for 
aggression." 

“We always support and stand 
beside Kuwait." 

Egypt also deplored the 
incident. 

“We vehemently denounce 
Iran's aggression on Kuwait 
which is not a party in the (Iran- 
Iraq) conflict," Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdel Maguirfsaid. 

“The aggression will only lead 
to a further deterioratio:. of the 
situation and undermine peace 
and stability in the Gulf region.” 

UN talks 
on Gulf 
war hit 


a snag 


UNITED NATIONS, March 
30, (Agencies): UN ceasefire 
talks on the Gulf war hit a snag as 
Iran postponed sending an envoy 
to New York, as promised. 

UN officials announced that 
talks with a high-level Iranian 
official, scheduled for today and 
tomorrow, were delayed indefin- 
itely at Iran’s request. No reason 
was given. 

Iraq was to send an envoy next 
Monday and Tuesday for talks 
with Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar. But the Iranian 
delay and Iranian charges of 
chemical warfare by Baghdad 
were expected to delay, if not 
scuttle, the upcoming talks. 

The UN chiefhad invited both 
nations to send envoys for the 
fourth round of talks since the 
Security Council adopted a 
ceasefire resolution more than 
eight months go. He has expres- 
sed frustration at the delay in 
implementing the ceasefire. 

The Iranian envoy was expec- 
ted to be Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Mohammad Larijani. Iraq 
had not named an envoy. 

Conditions 

In Athens Iran's Foreign Min- 
ister Ali AJcbar Velayati said 
today that any initiatives by 
other countries or international 
organisations to end the Iran- 
Iraq war must include Iranian 
conditions to be acceptable. 

“We welcome any measure by 
any friendly country but our con- 
ditions should be included ... 
(amongst others the) punish- 
ment of the aggressor," Velayati, 
on a three day official visit to 
Greece, told a news conference. 

Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou said yes- 
terday he would use Greece's 
presidency of the European 
Economic Community in the 
second half of this year to try to 
end the war.

Cypriot tanker set on fire 

Iraqi missiles 
hit Esfahan 


BAGHDAD, March 30, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq said it fired three mis- 
siles into the central Iranian city 
of Esfahan today while its jets 
attacked an Iranian shuttle tan- 
ker in the Gulf. 

A military spokesman said air- 
craft also raided the western 
Iranian cities of Dezful and 
Boroujerd and destroyed three 
Hawk anti-aircraft missile bat- 
teries at unspecified locations. 

Gulf shipping sources said 
Iraqi jets hit and set on fire the 
259,449-tonne Cypriot supertan- 
ker An ax south of Iran's Kharg 
island oil ter minal . 

Iraq has reported six attacks 
on ships in the Gulfin the last 10 
days, but today's strike was the 
first to be confirmed independen- 
tly. 

The London-based Lloyd's 
shipping intelligence unit confir- 
med that the Anax was hit by 
Iraqi fighter-bombers. 

The Anax, managed by the 
London-based Pegasus Ocean 
Services Ltd., said it was loaded 
with Iranian crude oil when it 
was hit, the executives said. 

Control 

The officials, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the 
Anax radioed later that the fire 
was being brought under con- 
trol. 

It reported no casualties 
among the crew of 20 Filipinos, 
six Greeks and four Pakistanis. 

The Iraqi-backed National 
Liberation Army of Iran said in a 
co mmuni que telexed from their 
headquarters in Baghdad that an 
assault force of 15 brigades has 
withdrawn back across the bor- 
der after a two-day offensive into 
Iran's oil-rich southwestern 
Khuzestan province. 

The NLA claimed its forces, 
including two battalions of 
women fighters sent into combat 
for the first tijne, also wounded 
1,500 Iranian troops and cap- 
tured another 508 in the offen- 
sive, codenamed “Shining Sun." 

NLA losses were listed as 30 
killed and 92 wounded. 

It claimed that it captured or 
destroyed Iranian equipment, 
including 1 7 Korean war-vintage 


US-built M-47 tanks, armoured 
vehicles and rocket launchers, 
worth an estimated SI 00 million. 

It said its force, estimated at 
several thousand fighters, was 
spearheaded by an armoured 
brigade, the first time the NLA 
has used tanks since it began 
assaulting Iranian positions 
along the 730-mile (1,180-km) 
battlefronl 1 3 months ago. 

The operations is believed to 
be the biggest assault the NLA 
has mounted in that period. 

The Baghdad communique 
said the NLA fighters decimated 
nine infantry, tank and artillery 
battalions of Iran’s 77th Khoras- 
san division in the fighting 
around the strategic highway 
running south from the garrison 
city of Dezful. 

An Iraqi- military spokesman 
denied Iranian allegations that 
Iran has downed two Iraqi jets 
yesterday. 

Missile 

Tehran Radio said thegovem- 
ment decided to close the schools 
in areas threatened by Iraqi mis- 
siles. 

Iran said five people were 
killed and a mosque and other 
buildings damaged in the attack 
on Esfahan. 

Iraqi missiles by unofficial 
estimates have killed about 700 
people and injured at least 1.400 
since late February. 

The radio said Iranian aircraft 
retaliated by dropping more than 
10 tonnes of bombs on three 
military garrisons and the radio 
and television station in 
Sulaymaniyah, 270 km (170 
miles) north of Baghdad. 

Rockets 

JAKARTA. March 30, 
(Reuter): Indonesia, edging ten- 
tatively into the space race, laun- 
ched three experimental solid 
fuel rockets yesterday, the 
National Institute of Aeron- 
autics and Space announced. 

It was Indonesia's first launch 
of a two-stage rocket, and also its 
first guided rocket, according to 
institute secretary Arts Fonda. 


Qatar 

acquires 

Stingers 

NICOSIA, March 30, lAP): 
Qatar recently displayed an 
assortment of newly-acquired 
weapons, including an uns- 
pecified number of US-built 
anti-aircraft Stinger missiles, 
reports from the Gulf said yester- 
day. 

The reports, which cited 
highly-placed Gulf officials, said 
the weapons were featu red recen- 
tly during an inspection tour of 
military installations in the 
Qatari capital of Doha by a num- 
ber of members of the royal 
family and armed forces com- 
manders. 

The same unnamed officials 
claimed that US Navy sources in 
the Gulf region know that the 
Qataris have acquired the soph- 
isticated missiles but disclaim 
any knowledge as to bow they 
got them, according to the 
reports. 

The reports drew a “no com- 
ment" response from govern- 
ment officials in Bahrain.

Afghan 
accord 
is still 
possible: 
America 


GENEVA, March -30. (Reuter): 
US envoy Robert Peck said 
today he was convinced that an 
Afghan agreement was still pos- 
sible, despite Soviet insistence on 
continuing its military aid to 
Afghanistan. 

“I remain convinced that the 
Soviets want an agreement," 
Peck, a deputy assistant 
secretary of sLate, told reporters 
at the start of the fifth week of the 
latest round of UN talks aimed at 
a Soviet troop withdrawal from 
Afghanistan. 

But he admitted that the super- 
powers remain divided by an 
“apparently intractible pro- 
blem” — Soviet determination 
to continue mililaiy supplies to 
Kabul. Washington wants them 
to stop tu tandem with any end in 
US aid to the Afghan rebels. 

Without concessions from one 
or both superpowers on that 
issue, the UN accord appeared 
doomed, diplomats said. 

Soviet Ambassador-at-large 
Nikolai Kozyrev said it would be 
impossible for the Kre mlin to 
end supplies to the rebels, and 
said it was not even being discus- 
sed. 

Meeting 

“The cutting off of aid is not a 
topic of discussion. It's impossi- 
ble," he told reporters before 
meeting mediator Diego Cor- 
dovez, UN Undersecretary- 
General. 

Peck said he was ready to stay 
as long as it took to find a solu- 
tion acceptable to all sides. 

“The art of diplomacy is to try 
to find solutions to apparently 
intractible problems. We have an 
apparently intractible problem 
and we're trying Lo find a way to 
solve it.” 

Officially the talks are between 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, host 
and ally of three million Afghan 
refugees and the Afghan muja- 
hedeen guerrillas. 

But increasingly the negotia- 
tions have developed into a 
superpower clash. Neither the 
Pakistanis nor the Afghans 
showed up this morning, and the 
Afghan chief delegate has not 
appeared at the talks for several 
days.

In Moscow yesterday, Soviet 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov said US 
guarantees would not be needed 
if Pakistan would agree to stop 
the aid. But Pakistan has firmly 
backed the US demand for a 
symmetrical end to Soviet sup- 
plies. 

“It might be an attempt to split 
Pakistan off from the United 
States,” Peck commented.

“My impression is that Pakis- 
tan and the United States see eye 


to eye. The concept of symmetry, 
the reality of a balanced 


agreement are essential to the 
United States and Pakistan.” 

He also dismissed Afghan 
President Najibullah's proposals 
yesterday on power-sharing as 
“much ado about nothing.” 
Najibullah offered to form a 
new coalition government giving 
the rebels several ministries if 
they ended their nine-year-old 
war. Gerasimov said the Afghan 
President offered, them the posts 
of prime minister and vice- 
presidenL 

The presidency in Afghanistan 
is all powerful and the rebels 
refuse to work with Najibullah. 
“There is no evidence that- 


Najib (Najibullah) intends to

voluntarily give up power,” Peck 
said. 


Restoration of ties 


MOSCOW, March 30, (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has said again that Moscow 
is willing Lo find a way to restore 
diplomatic relations with Israel, 
broken off after the six-day 
Arab- Israeli war in 1 967, Pravda 
said today. 

The issue came up during six 
hours of talks yesterday between 
Gorbachev and the visiting 
Italian Communist Party leader 
Alessandro Natta. 


42 killed in 3 days 


Punjab violence escalates 


CHANDIGARH, March 30, 
(Agencies): Sikh extremists in 
Punjab today killed a Sikh 
politician and another man, rais- 
ing to at least 42 thedeath toll in a 
three-day surge of violence that 
included the third ever rocket 
attack on security forces, police 
said. 

Police said Sikh separatists 
just before dawn broke into a 
home in Gillwalli village, outside 
the holy city of Amritsar, 140 
miles (225 km) northwest of the 
state capital of Chandigarh, and 
killed Saroop Singh in a bail of 
automatic weapons fire. 

Involved 

Singh was a local organiser of 
the Akali Dal, the moderate Sikh 
party that ruled Punjab from 
September 1985 until last May, 
when Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi" s government took control of 
the state in a bid to crush Sikh 
extremists fighting to establish 
the independent nation of 
“Khalistan.” 

In another incident, a man 


identified as Ajit Singh was 
hacked to death by extremists in 


his home near Patti. 25 miles (40 


km) south of Amritsar. Police 
said they believed the Kh alistan 
Co mman do Force killed Singh 
for helping security forces and 
that his son, a member of the 
faction,- was involved in the mur- 
der. 

The attacks were the latest in a 
wave of extremist violence that 
has claimed at least 42 lives since 
Monday and raised thedeath toll 
for the year to at least 658. 

The bloodshed appears to 
indicate a rejection by hard-line 
extremists of recent overtures by

With a state-of-emergency.

Police, after compiling reports 
from around the state, said today 
that extremists staged a total of 
nine raids yesterday that left a 


total of 16 people dead and 10 
wounded. 

They said between two and 
five gunraeQ were involved in ' 
each incident and most of the 
victims were Sikhs suspected of 
cooperating with authorities or 
opposing the demand for “Khal- ( 
istan.” 

.The dead included 10 mem- 
bers of three Sikh families, a Sikh 
village headman, two Sikh men 
in villages near Amritsar, a 
Hindu activist of the Communist 
Party of India, a Hindu shopk- 
eeper, and thesonoftbeheadofa 
Sikh monastery, police said. 

Rockets 

Also yesterday, undetermined 
number of separatists fired two 
Soviet-made anti-tank rockets 
into a private truck earning an 
11-man patrol of the 
paramilitary border security 
force near Ghoga. 1 05 miles ( 1 70 
km) west of Chandigarh, at 
about 9 pm. 

The truck exploded in flames 
and nine patrol members and the 
civilian driver were wounded, 
police said. It was only the third 
rocket attack ever reported 


ag ainst security forces in Punjab. 

The incident came 10 days 
after extremists shot two rockets 
into a Hindu temple used as a 
base by security forces. The rock- 
ets damaged the building and 
slightly- injured a paramilitary 
officer. 

Militants staged their first 
reported rocket attack in Jan- 
uary, launching two projectiles 
at a police patrol near Amritsar. 
There were no casualties. 

The use of rockets represents 
an escalation in the extremists, 
tactics and has reportedly prom- 
pted serious concern within 
Rajiv's government, which has 
ordered increased security for 
government installations in Pun- 
jab and New Delhi. 

Security • forces on Sunday 
found 14 Soviet-made anti-tank 
rockets when they made Lheir lar- 
gest ever seizures of extremist 
weaponry. 

Meanwhile the government of 
the western state of Maharashtra 
said it is suing a Hindu militant 
leader for calling for an econ- 
omic boycott of Lhe Sikh com- 
munity in Bombay. 



Former 
French 
Premier 
Faure dies 


PARIS, March 30, (Reuter): 
Edgar Faure, one of the best- 
known F re nch post-war 
’politicians, ^edToSayT Hospital . 
officials said. He was 79. : ‘*' r — 


Faure was twice prime mini- 
ster and held seven cabinet posts 
in a political career that spanned 
more than 30 years and in which 
he carried out trouble-shooting 
missions for France in China and 
North Africa. 


The veteran politician was 
admitted to hospital on 
February 22 suffering from intes- 
tinal disorders, and underwent 
two operations. 


Faure was organising 
ambitious celebrations to mark 
next year’s 200th anniversary of 
the French Revolution when he 
feuni. 


President Mitterrand, describ- 
ing Faure was a man whose 
career matched that of the Fifth 
Republic, said: “He was one of 
the most lurid in seeing the neces- 
sity of decolonisation, encourag- 
ing disarmament and with ins- 
talling better East-West rela- 
tions." 


Refused 


Prime Minister Jacques 
Chirac said Faure’s death was a 
national event and that he had 
ploughed a deep furrow in the 
history of France. 

Faure, who switched political 
allegiances in the stormy days of 
France’s Fourth Republic, 
which saw 23 governments in less 
than 1 2 years, he refused a gover- 
nment position when Mit- 
terrand's Socialists took power 
in 1981. 

He was widely credited with 
establishing diplomatic relations 
between Paris and Beijing after 
the Cultural Revolution in China 
as President Charles de Gaulle’s 
personal envoy. 

He was also credited with 
ushering in Moroccan indepen- 
dence from France in 1 956. 

In France, he was most 
remembered for introducing an 
educational bill to calm French 
students after the uprising on the 
streets of Paris in May 1968. 


Faure was one of the few 
French politicians lo serve in 
both the Fourth Republic, which 
ended in 1958, and the Fifth 
Republic, ushered in by De Gau- 
lle.

That agreement has calmed 
the congressional debate about 
defence spending, but opened 
new fights about how to best 
allocate the overall total.

S. African targets 
in France attacked 


PARIS, March 30, (Reuter): A 
bomb exploded near Pretoria's 
Embassy today in a wave of 
attacks on South African targets 
in France after the killing of the 
Paris representative of the 
African National Congress 
(AN C). 

The device, hidden in a plastic 
bag, went off early iri the morn- 
ing less than 100 metres (yards) 
from the heavily-guarded 
embassy in Paris' left bank quar- 
ter, shattering windows and 
damag ing a car. Police said no 
one was injured. 

In the Mediterranean port of 
Marseille, attackers in two cars 
sprayed the South African con- 
sulate with buckshot last night, a 


Police investigating yesteday’s 
murder of Dulcie September, 
Paris representative of the ANC 
said it bore the hallmark of a 
professional hired assassin. The 
ANC. outlawed in South Africa, 
is pledged to fighting white rule 
there. 

The gunman, apparently 
working alone, surprised Sep- 
tember as she was opening the 
ANC’s fourth-floor offices in the 
working-class 1 0th District. 

He shot her five times at close 
range, aiming at the head. The 
key was in the lock and she was 
still holding her mail when she 
died. 

Police said the assailant had 
used a gun fitted with a silencer. 
No one near the office had repor- 
ted hearing shots. 


September, aged 53 and of 
mixed race, was posted by the 
ANC to Paris in 1984. She had 
been jailed for five years in South 
Africa on treason charges in 1 964 
and was later deported. 

About 5,000 anti-apartheid 
supporters, including prominent 
members of the French Com- 
munist Party and many 
immigrant workers, staged a 
torch-lit procession to the ANC 
office on the Rue des Petite 
Ecuries last night to protest 
against the killing. 

After the rally several dozen 
young communists rampaged 
down a central boulevard and 
stormed the South African tour- 
ist office. Several demonstrators 
and policemen were injured dur- 

aboiit 30 arrests.

March 30, (AP): For- 
mer President Chun Doo- 
Hwan's younger brother confes- 
sed to stealing a fortune in cash, 
land and stocks and will be char- 
ged with embezzling at least $9.3 
million, prosecutors announced 
today. 

Senior prosecutor Kang Won- 
II said Chun Kyung-Hwan broke 
down early today after 20 hours 
of interrogation and admitted he 
embezzled funds during his seven 
years as head of the semi-official 
Saemaul (new community) 
Movement. 

Kang said Chun, who at first 


denied the charges, confessed 
after being shown evidence and 
said he used. the money for land 
and stock speculation. 

Kang said corruption and 
embezzlement charges were 
being prepared and Chun would 
be charged today or tomorrow. If 
convicted, Chun could receive 
punishments ranging from 10 
years imprisonment to the .death 
sentence. 

Prosecutors said Chun still 
denied charges that he peddled 
government influence and diver- 
ted funds overseas, according to 
Kang.

Democratic race is unpredictable 


Dukakis wins Connecticut primary 


NEW YORK. March 30, 
(Reuter): The fight for the 
Democratic presidential nomin- 
ation remained unpredictable 
today as Michael Dukakis rein- 
vigorated his campaign with a 
needed victory in the Connec- 
ticut primary. 

The Massachusetts governor 
trounced black civil rights leader 
Jesse Jackson by a better than 2- 
to- 1 margin in a contest he had lo 
win big to keep his While House 
hopes alive. 

The victory came just three 
days after Jackson established 
himselfas a strong challenger for 
the nomination by beating Duk- 
akis by a similar 2-to- 1 margin in 
the M ichigan caucuses. 

Jackson told reporters in 
Washington: “Michael Dukakis 
certainly is the front-runner. He 
has the most money, the most 
endorsements...! am just running 
the race at my own pace.” 

Dukakis took nearly 60 per 


cent of the vole and 36 conven- 
tion delegates, with Jackson gar- 
nering about 29 per cent of the 
ballotting and the remaining 16 
delegates. 

Tennessee Senator Albert 
Gore, as yet without a victory in a 
northern state, trailed a distant 
third with about eight per cent. 
He won no delegates. 

Vice-President George Bush 
won yesterday's Republican 
presidential primary in Connec- 
ticut with 70 per cent of the vote. 
But the victory in the state where 
he grew up as the son of a 
prominent senator really did not 
matter. 

His main opponent, Kansas 
Senator Robert Dole, dropped 
out of the race yesterday, conced- 
ing the nomination to Bush. 

The vice-president’s spokes- 
man. Pete Teeley, said it would 
now take a miracle to deny Bush 
the nomination. 

The last remaining rival to 


Bush, former television evangel- 
ist Pat Robertson, once claimed 
to have turned back a hurricane 
through prayer. Even he con- 
cedes Bush will be the nominee. 

In a news conference after his 
Connecticut victory, Dukakis 
said the race was now between 
himself and Jackson and “one of 
us will emerge from the primary 
process on J une 7 with a substan- 
tial lead if not the majority of 
delegates. 

At present, the two men are 
neck and neck with just over 600 
delegates each and 2,082 needed 
to secure the nomination. 

The Democratic primary con- 
tests have so far had several dif- 
ferent winners but have failed to 
produce a clear front-runner. 

Missouri congressman 
Richard Gephardt won the 
season's first test, the Iowa 
caucuses, but stumbled else- 
where and left the race on Mon- 
day. Illinois senator Paul Simon 


won his home state primary but 
could be on the verge of withdr- 
awing if he fares as poor!.* as 
expected in the next tests. 

Dukakis, meanwhile, is busily

party professionals and elected 
officials not pledged to a par- 
ticular candidate.

Public Health 
Depdrtmeai was caught by sur- 
prise whan in early March double 
the expected number of 
expatriates turned up daily at the 
Ports and Borders Health div- 
ision to undergo a series of tests 
required by the new residence 
. law, which took effect on March 
1 . 

The crowds throughout 
March numbered up to 500 daily, 
and on some days even 800 
patients aday with the result that 
the 60-strong medical staff was 
vastly overburdened, the service 
suffered and the complaints 
began pouring in. 

“We were accused of being 
badly organised but what in fact 
happened is that many more 
expatriates than we had reason 
to expect have been applying For 
the residence, said Dr Rashid Al 
Owaish, the acting director of the 
Public Health Department. 

The new residence law was 
conceived in 1987 and according 
to statistics from' 1986 used by 
the public health department no 
more than 275 expatriates 
applied daily for the residence. 

According to A1 Owaish the 
numbers were swelled by those 
who arrived in Kuwait as visitors 
and were how seeking to change 


their status. In addition there was 
a large influx of workers from the 
Far East who have just been 
engaged on a large construction 
project in A1 Qorain, said A1 
Owaish. The clinic got even more 
crowded when patients began 
returning in hundreds to collect 
the certificates. 

Fine 

The expatriates are in a hurry 
to regulate their stay in Kuwait 
as they are liable to a KD2 fine 
per day of delay in regulating 
their papers. 

The rush prompted the depart- 
ment to open the clinic in the 
afternoons from 4.00 to 7.00 pm 
in addition to morning hours 
from 7.30 am to 1 .30 pm. 

There are signs that the rush is 
subsiding, said A1 Owaish who 
recommended that the 
applicants who want to avoid 
queuing visit the clinic at 6 pm. 

The department is also con- 
sidering the possibility of open- 
ing a clinic for the same purpose 
in Jahra. Currently the Ports and 
Borders Health division is deal- 
ing with those applying for 
residence in Kuwait city, the 
Hawalli govemorate and Jahra. 
A total of 8,727 expatriates were 
examined at the clinic in the 
period from March 1 to 29. 

All expatriates seeking 
residence in Kuwait must get a 


clean bill of health from local 
health authorities which includes 
a free from AIDS certificate. 
They also have to be pronounced 
free from leprosy, tuberculosis, 
malaria and filariasis. This 
applies only to first-time 
applicants. 

Crowded 

Expatriates who went to the 
centre in early March com-

A1 Owaish said that at present 
separate facilities are available 
for women.

According to the results of the 
tests 25 cases of malaria and four 
cases of TB have been dis- 
covered . These people will not be 
granted a certificate. Four 
expatriates were found to be suf- 
fering from filariasis but they will 
be able to get the certificate.

Bahrain, Qatar support 
Saudi Arabia on missiles 


RIYADH, March 30, (AP): 
Bahrain and Qatar added their 
voices today' to Arab declara- 
tions of support for Saudi Arabia 
following veiled Israeli threats to 
destroy the kingdom's new mis- 
siles. 

Egypt, Syria, Jordan and other 
Arab countries have already said 
they would support the Saudis, 
militarily if necessary, if Israel 
staged a pre-emptive strike on 
the Chinese-made CSS-2 mis- 
siles. 

King Fahd was handed a mes- 
sage from the Amir of Bahrain, 
Sheikh Issa Bin Salman Al 
Khalifa, and the Gulf News 
Agency reported that it con- 
tained Bahrain's "firm support 
for the sister kingdom in defend- 
ing itself ... and building its 
power by all modem and advan- 
ced weapons.” 

Arrogance 

The message, delivered by the 
Bahraini Crown Prince Sheikh 
Hamad Bin Issa Al Khalifa, 
expressed the Gulf island state's 
‘denunication of the irresponsi- 
ble Israeli threats,” and charged 
they were aimed at undermining 
the kingdom's sovereignty ana 
security, the Bahrain-based 
GNA said. 

"The Israeli reaction was also 
aimed at weakening the 
capabilities of the states of the 
region, a logic that Bahrain 


rejects most strongly,” it added, 
referring to Saudi Arabia's 
major role in Gulf, Arab, and 
Islamic issues. 

In Qatar, at the regular weekly 
meeting chaired by the Amir 
Sheikh Khalifa Bin Hamad Al 
Thani. the same issue was discus- 
sed and a later statement expres- 
sed that state's "strong denun- 
ciation of the Israeli threats.” 

"These threats reflect the 
extent of the Zionist arrogance 
and unethical Israeli aggressive 
policy,” said the cabinet 
statement distributed by the 
Qatar News Agency. 

Boost 

Calling for “effective 
measures to deter the aggressive 
policy of the Israeli entity,” 
Qatarexpressed “all-out support 
for any attempts by the kingdom 
to boost its defence capabilities 
so as to deter threats and to 
secure peace and stability in the 
region.” 

Qatar said this was a transla- 
tion of the policy agreed upon by 
Gulf Cooperation Council 
states. 

The missiles have a range of 
2^00 miles (3,500 kilometres), 
enough to reach Israel from 
Saudi territory. They can be fit- 
ted with nuclear warheads but 
the Saudis have stressed this will 
not be done. 

The kingdom says the missile 


acquisition was only part of a 
defensive programme that in 
itself was a guarantee of security 
in the face of regional conflicts. 

Israeli officials have said the 
new missiles are a “grave 
development” 

One of them, Yossi Ben 
Aharon, a close aide to Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, was 
quoted by Israel Radio as saying 
Israel had a reputation of not 
waiting until potential dangers 
become real ones — apparently a 
reference to Israel’s 1981 air raid 
against a nuclear reactor under 
construction in Iraq.

made to feel very special. Of 
course the waiter's role in all of 
this is crucial. A first-class 
waiter is a multi-talented per- 
son- He has the charm of a 
courtier, the discretion of a 
diplomat and the stamina of a 
sprinter. He needs an artist’s 
hands to decorate your plate 
with an attractive collage of 
food and a linguist’s tongue to 
interpret the menu into dif- 
ferent languages. He has some- 
thing of a dancer's grace and a 


gourmet's knowledge. He is the 
conductor who orchestrates 
the meal with perfect timing. 
Toe impossible is expected of 
him, for he should be invisible 
but always there when the guest 
needs him. No wonder the best 
waiters are bom not trained! ■ 

The standard of service at the 
Sheraton Hotel is generally 
high, so it was no surprise that 
tiieir premier restaurant, the 
Rjccardo, employs some of the 
best waiters in Kuwait. From 
their warm welcome to 
pleasant farewells, the siafT 
made our meal memorable. 

With its costly marble pillars, 
raw-silk, rouched drapes and 
brass statuettes, the Rjccardo 
has an air of discreet opulence. 
Heavy wooden dressers display 
a collection of antique pottery, 
while prints and oils hung on 
the brocade-covered walls are 
reflected in the brass-framed 
minors. The candlelit room has 
a mood of gentle elegance, 
echoed in the soothing strains 
of Italian and English ballads 
from the singer and guitarist. 
Even the air-conditioning is 
adjusted to just the right level. 


It s worth lingering over the 
menu with its fascinating his- 
tory of Italian cuisine and the 
origins of various dishes. Three 
different soups and four hors 
d'oeuvres are offered. There is a 
choice of eight home-made 
pasta dishes at under KD3 
each, a selection of Italian fish 
dishes including perch, mussels 
and sole and a wide variety of 
veal preparations from KD4 to 
KD5. Chicken, lamb and beef 
feature on the menu as well as 
international specialities like 
lobster and smoked salmon. 

Attractively arranged on a 
silver tray, the antipasto com- 
prised a tempting selection of 
ten delicious cold hors 
d'oeuvres including slices of 
avocado marinated in garlic, 
artichoke hearts, marinated 
mussels, prawns, lobster, 
smoked octopus, mackerel, cod 
and beef, cheese and a julienne 
of vegetables. The warm hors 
d'oeuvres (GhiottonerieCalde) 
was less to my taste but is the 
perfect starter for those with a 
hearty appetite. It included 
chicken in breadcrumbs, fish in 
batter, aubergine in batter. 


leeks wrapped in beef bacon, 
tasty mussels with a macedoine 
of green peppers and delicious 
minced liver with chopped 
onions and tomatoes. 

For the main course we chase 
Lobster Thermidor — two 
large halves of fresh lobster 
dressed in a very cheesey sauce 
garnished with earthy-tasting 
Field mushrooms. Moist and 
sweet, the lobster was served 
with noodles or rice and tur- 
nips. leeks, red cabbage and str- 
ing beans. 

For dessert one could either 
make a selection from the 
trolley which included home- 
made apple cake, cheese cake 
and fruit salad, or order merin- 
gues, ice-cream and other 
delicacies from the menu. 1 
chose Terra Misa-a fairy-light, 
vanilla-flavoured cream made 
from cheese, served on a bed of 
cake soaked in syrup and top- 

S sd with powdered chocolate. 

eavenly! The home-made ice- 
cream was excellent. Four 
varieties — vanilla, strawberry, 
pistachio and chocolate, each 
with its own distinctive fresh 
flavour and decorated with 


orange-chocolate matchsticks. 

As a finale we ordered cups 
of cappuccino which was 
served with a selection of petits 
fours, exquisite marsh-mallow 
tartlets and biscuits. Each lady 
guest is presented with a red 
rose at the end of the meal and, 
just so the gentlemen don't feel 
neglected, everyone is given an 
Italian chocolate to take home. 

The Lotal bill came to KJD31 
including fruit juice and coffee, 
which considering the quality 
of the food and service and the 
price of lobster, was good value 
for money. Two could eat at the 
Rjccardo' for a third of that 
price if they chose a pasLa dish, 
salad and dessert. If you eat 
there, you are advised to make a 
reservation.

Government should 


start buying shares 


KUWAIT'S economy is now built around 30 to 40 
companies and banks operating in various economic 
sectors. 

The business activities of these companies are also 
coupled to an active trade in Kuwait, especially the 
transit trade. These companies are very active in the 
international arena through very profitable deals. 

The question is. if the internal situation of these com- 
panies is not good then they may be forced to lose the 
facility of overseas activity. 

At present the real estate market is witnessing an 
encouraging movement while, on the other hand, the 
prices of shares at the stock market are going down. 

This is not because the companies trading shares in the 
market are in a bad position. The government has 
already guaranteed the rights of shareholders, has 
guaranteed the bank deposits and has guaranteed almost 
everything. 

So why is there a retreat in share prices? 

The question is one of confidence and technique in 
trading. 

In the Kuwait Stock Market there is a limit to the rise in 
the prices of shares — this method is not accepted nor 
adopted anywhere in the world. 

In the Kuwait Stock Market the share prices cannot 
increase beyond the limits set by the management. 

Taking into consideration the fact that the government 
is the guarantor for the banks and some other companies, 
this means that any retreat in share prices is at the cost of 
the government. The government should therefore not 
allow the prices of shares to drop, especially when there is 
no reason or cause for it. 

Moreover, the creation of trust at the market also 
becomes necessary for the government. 

The government is causing a big stir at the London 
Stock Market by purchasing a lot of British Petroleum 
shares and causing the share prices to rise. It is also 
causing prices to rise in the Spanish market by buying 
shares. 

The government, however, is forgetting the Kuwait 
Stock Market. 

Now, if the government intervenes in the market by 
buying the shares it sold before, it could buy the shares at 
a lower price. If the government adopts the policy of 
buying shares although in small amounts, from the stock 
market in Kuwait, it would certainly bring life back to 
trading. - ... 4 . . .. .. 

Moreover, the government should ask the companTes, t 
banks and establishments to buy 10 per cent of their 
shares from the stock market in line with the decision to 
this efFect taken months ago. Such a measure would 
strengthen confidence in the market 

The Kuwait economy is central around 30 or 40 
companies, and the savings and investments of Kuwaitis 
are in these companies. 

If the government wants to get good results, then it 
should adopt this policy. 

By adopting this policy the government would help the 
companies to overcome their troubles instead of being 
forced to guarantee the companies. 

The speculation of the government in the stock market 
will certainly strengthen it, but this strength cannot grow 
if the internal situations collapse as a result of the fact that 
the government pays more attention to overseas markets. 

A wise policy would be based on the fact that any 
strength abroad must be accompanied by strength at 
home. Otherwise, weakness at home will certainly start 
influencing the overseas activities. 

This rule is applicable to economic and political think- 
ers.

Le Pen campaigns 
for ‘French France’

AMIENS, France, (AP): Extr- 
eme right leader Jean-Marie le 
Pen, whipping up a crowd of 
1,500 supporters, paints a picture 
of a decadent, declining and 
endangered France, a lower of 
babel overrun by immigrants. 

Fora year now, the champion 
of a “French France,” the first 
man to announce his candidacy 
in the April 24 presidential elec- 
tions, has been pounding out the 
message. 

With less than a month to go, 
the message is being beard — by 
other candidates scrambling for 
Le Pen's voters — and his predic- 
tion that immigration will be a 
key issue of the election appears 
to be coming true. 

“Today we are in great dan- 
ger,” Le Pen told his audience in 

tins communist-controlled town 

in the northern Picardy region. 
France is suffering “a demogra- 
phic loss, a moral loss, a religious 
loss ... and when you lose the 
instinct for life, you condemn 
yourself to death.' 

Like a fire and brimstone prea- 
cher, the ruddy, silver-haired 
Breton uses his considerable 
oratorial skills to shock, taunt, 
cajole his listeners. Then he 
homes in on his favourite fears — 
immigration, insecurity, drugs, 
AIDS — and extolls his favourite 
virtues — God, family and 
France. 

“The renaissance of France 
must come through drastic 
measures.” says Le Pen, 59, the 


son of a fisherman. 

If elected president. Le Pen 
says, he will amend the constitu- 
tion to allow for referendums on 
social issues, then hold a vote to 
send large portions of non- 
European immigrants home, 
reinstitute the death penalty for 
drug traffickers and terrorists 
and quarantine victims of 
Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome. 

Critics charge that the aggres- 
sive Le Pen, a one-time para- 
trooper in Indochina and Alge- 
ria, is a fascist, a racist and an 
anti-Semite — which he denied 
— and that his National Front 
encourages xenophobia. 

Some analysts say le Pen hurt 
himself last September when he 
referred to the Nazi gas cham- 
bers as a “detail” in the history of 
World War II. Later that month, 
protests forced Le Pen to cancel a 
visit to Britain to address a meet- 
ing during the governing Con- 
servative Party conference. 


Favourite 


Now running fourth in opin- 
ion polls, which give him about 
10 percent of the vote, LePen has 
become an important electoral 
factor. 

Socialist President Francois 
Mitterrand remains the 
favourite, consistently gamering 
about 38 per cent in the polls for 
the April 24 first round, which 
would piL him against the Lop 
conservative candidate in the 
May 8 runoff 

But for the divided right, Le 
Pen can be a spoiler.

The men, gathered in one of 
the scores of mud-built camps 
along the Afghan border, had 
just stood in line for their daily 
ration of wheat from inter- 
. national relief agencies. 

“I am grateful for this but I 
once grew my own wheat ... I will 
again, God willing, after the Rus- 
sians go,” said Malung Abdullah 
Khan who fled five years ago 
from Nangarhar province just 
across the border. 

Refugees in several other 
camps expressed the same deter- 
mination to leave. 
t Their main concern was -for 
; safety- noithe'type'ef-’goverii- 
ment which would oversee their 
return. 

Some favour an Islamic gover- 
nment, others want the return of 
former King Zahir Shah toppled 


after a 40-year reign in 1 973. . 

All support the Muslim 
guerrillas fighting the Soviet- 
backed Kabul government and 
reject offers by its President 
Najibullah to share power. 

Afghans in Pakistan make up 
the biggest refugee population in 
the world. 

Islamabad, which is negotiat- 
ing a peace accord with Kabul in 
Geneva, says it fears they will not 
go home unless a neutral govern- 
ment replaces Najibullah while 
Moscow pulls out its 1 15,000 sol- 
diers. 

Aid workers, however, believe 
many will go back if they can be 
certain Russians are no longer 
there to carpet-bomb and shell 
them. 

“Even if the Kabul govern- 
ment hangs on after a Soviet 
withdrawal and the mujahedeen 
(guerrillas) keep fighting, 
Afghan farmers are going to go 
back,” said one senior inter- 
national relief official who asked 
not to be named. 

"Afghan history is a long line 
of Afghans fighting Afghans ... it 
was :the Russians who forced 
themito flee;" he said: 

"I don’t doubt that more than 
90 percent want logo home if the 
bombing and shelling stop. 

“Most are fanners and in a 
traditionalist society like Afgh- 


anistan attachment to ancestral 
soil is veiy strong.” 

Many of Pakistan's thousands 
of Afghan town dwellers and 
traders also want to go back even 
though they have prospered out- 
side the camps doing everything 
from driving taxis to selling cos- 
tly carpets. 

“We want to go home,” said 
Abdul Matin whose family runs 
jewellery and carpet shops in 
Peshawar and Islamabad. 

“Some Pakistani traders are 
jealous of our success but that is 
not a problem ... we can make 
money here in Pakistan but we 
are Afghans and we want to live 
in Afghanistan.” 

The farmers have no illusions 
about what they face upon 
return. 

‘The Russians bombed our 
houses and fields,” Abdullah 
said. “We have to rebuild every- 
thing ... I have 25 acres which 
have gone to waste. It will take at 
least Four years to put it back in 
shape.” 

The Soviet forces consistently 
bombed and shelled farms aha 
villages to push civilians -off the 
land and- so rob ttae feuemUastof 
food and shelter. They destroyed 
irrigation systems, machine-gun- 
ned sheep and cattle, cut down 
fruit trees and mined roads. 

“The rehabilitation of Afgh- 


anistan is going to have to be 
massive. It's going to take 
years,” said an agricultural 
expert hired by a Western aid 
agency to gauge the war damage. 

Split 

Western aid workers hope the 
Afghans, who are split into small 
tribal groups, can avoid a mass 
exodus from Pakistan. 

“The Afghans are bright, they 
know what is going on in Afgh- 
anistan and they are not going to 
rush back into famine,'' a UN 
worker said. 

Each tribal leader is Likely to 
send in scouts after the Russians 
leave, the aid workers said. If 
they report the land is clear then 
the whole tribe could move back, 
irrespective of what government 
it is in Kabul. 

About 2.2 million Afghans 
have also fled to Iran and relief 
officials say .the prospect of 
providing food, fuel and other 
supplies for the refugees once 
back inside Afghanistan is daun- 
ting. 

“We will need to provide tran- 
sport' *<y get them’ bafcfcrbitildv 
centres ■ to -.receive them and; 


need surgical units there for years 
to come”. 

Fortunately for the aid organ- 
isations, the ruggedness of Afgh- 
anistan is mirrored in its people. 


In interviews with refugee far- 
mers not one asked for inter- 
national handouts. They .said 
they would rebuild their farms on 

their own if needs be.. .

Big business warms up to space research 


NASA’s space station 
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By Mark Clayton 

BOSTON: After a period of 
apathy and dismay following 
the Challenger disaster, the 
United . States appears to be 
reentering — if only at a crawl 
— - the jace'-to commercialise 
space . ' 

• Joseph Alien, for one, plan* 
to be a part of that race. This 
former astronaut-tumed-busi- 
nessxnau wants to be landlord 
of tbe first industrial park in 
space. In his mind's eye he can 
see it floating in frigid solitude 
230 miles above the earth — a 
$500 million 35-foot-long, 
14. 5-foot-wide space station' 
or Industrial Space Facility 
.(ISF). 

Not to be confused with the 
$14.6 billion publicly financed 
space station being built by the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, Dr 
Allen’s ISF is a much smaller, 
for-profit effort. 

“We ‘ are like a general 
architects’ firm that has desig- 
ned a fairly substantial office 
building,” says Allen, market- 
ing director of Space Industries 
Inc., of Houston. “We have 
taken the ISF this far on 
speculation, the conviction that 
it is important, -and that there 
will be a market.” 

Reasons 

But tbe long-term success of 
ISF is strongly linked to the 
gradual deployment of Nasa’s 
. space station, which seems lik- 
ely to be hit hard by the recent 
‘ congressional budget cut com- 
promise. -Nasa has gone ahead 
ibravely, recently awarding $5 
billion ini; space station con- 
tracts to ; Rockwell Inter- 
national, McDonnell Douglas 
Astronautics. Boeing Aerosp- 
ace, and General despite the 
threat. The space station was 
supposed to be built by 1992, 


Budget realities and the Challenger disa- 
ster have brought back to earth Nasa’s 
dreams of colonies on the moon and fac- 
tories in space, but the good news is that big 
business in the US is taking an interest in 
space research 


but probably won't be finished 
until later. 

A self-proclaimed optimist, 
Allen sees reasons to be hopeful 
even though the ISF is just a 
schematic drawing at this 
point. Allen says the ISF will be 
in orbit by 1992. But whether it 
ever flies depends most on US 
businesses, and whether they 
will commit to lease part of it. 
Success also depends on the 
reliability of the space shuttle. 

Yet, a number of experts say 
“cautious optimism” is grow- 
ing. 

“There has been a subtieshiA 
in mood, from dead in tbe water 
to a greater anticipation,” says 
John Egan, who heads the Egan 
Group, a consulting company 
in Washington, D.C which 
helps prepare business plans 
for companies trying to get 
research projects into space. 

Reasons for the shift in mood 
include the following: 

— A fast-approaching date for 
launching the first, manned 
space shuttle launch since 
Challenger, scheduled for next 
June 2. 

— Nearly $5 billion in space 
station contracts have been 
awarded. Presidential and con- 
gressional political support for 
it remains strong, thought it is 
likely the recent $76 billion 
budget cut will slow 
deployment: 

— The appointment of James 
Rose, an experienced aerosp- 
ace industry executive and 


commercial space research 
expert to head the recently reor- 
ganized Office of Commercial 
Programmes at Nasa. 

— Advances of rival nations — 
the Soviet Union, Japan, 
France — in crucial areas. The 
Soviets, for example, have had 
.a series of manned space sta- 
tions in orbit since the early 
‘70s; and the French have 
excelled in remote sensing 
satellites and launch vehicles. 

Excitement generated by 
private launch services has 
been one notable exception to 
the period of sluggish interest in 
commercial space activity. 
Since Reagan mandated 
private companies to launch 
most commercial payloads, a 
bevy of US start-ups and aeros- 
pace giants have been vying to 
launch satellites and 
experimental packages into 
orbit. 

But Peter E. Glaser, an auth- 
ority on space applications and 
vice-president at Arthur D. Lit- 
tle Inc., in Cambridge. Mass., 
says the US still lags behind 
Europe, Japan, and other 
countries in recognising the 
growing commercial impor- 
tance of space. Though Europe 
has scaled back its space budget 
a bit. Dr Glaser cites a recent 
European commitment to 
spend $14 billion on new space 
projects and a Japanese pledge 
to spend $40 billion on space 
within 1 5 years, compared with 
the stop, start, and cut 


approach to Nasa funding. 

“Slowly, people are realising 
the question we must resolve is 
whether the US is going to be 
No. 2, No. 3. or No. 4 in space.” 
Glaser says. “The danger of 
slipping to fourth place would 
have some tremendous econ- 
omic effects, not immediately 
but, in the long run.” 

Approach 

Congress and the President 
support the space station 
programme, he says, yet “the 
problem is lhai in the space 
game all these other countries 
talk about 12- 15-20-year 
programme plans and then 
commit funds to them. They 
have the advantage of 
experience and data. If you out- 
sped your competition by a fac- 
tor of 3 to 5, obviously you will 
be ahead technically. 

A good example of Lhe stul- 
ler-step approach to space bud- 
geting has come in the wake of 
the 508 point stock market 
drop Oct 19. The $76 billion, 
two-year budget cut means 
Nasa’s share of the cuts could 
total 3.5 per cent of a lean $9.3 
billion budget, says David 
Dickerson, an aide for the 
House Subcommittee on 
Science, Space, and Tech- 
nology. 

Such a cut could mean a 
space station project receiving 
just 50 per cent of the $767 
million currently appropriated 
for the first year of the project, 
Dickerson says. Costs for the 
first phase of the programme 
are put at $13.6 billion, but 
some experts pul total costs at 
more than $20 billion by the 
mid-1990s. 

“We know for sure the cuts 
(to Nasa) are going to be sub- 
stantial,” Dickerson says. “It is 
likely that deployment of the 
station will be delayed” From 
the 1994 target date. Despite 


the cuts, aerospace companies 
like McDonnel Douglas and 
Boeing are glad to go after even 
these relatively small contracts 
since defense spending seems 
likely to be cut back in coming 
years. 

Budget realities have also 
brought back to earth 
entrepreneurial dreams of 
colon ies on the moon, factories 
in space, and multiple manned 
stations in orbit. Serious space 
entrepreneurs seem grateful. 

“There was a lot of hype that 
was building up three or four 
years ago," says Charles Bugg, 
director of the centre ofa 
macromolecular crystallogra- 
phy at the University of 
Alabama, Birmingham. “It’s 
been a chance to sit back and 
Lake a hard-nosed look at 
reality, and gain a more real 
perception of how space can be 
used.” 

Also i ndicating a warming of 
business toward space research 
is Lawrence Herbolsheimer, 
deputy to RoseinNasa'sOffice 
of Commercial Programmes. 
“After the shuttle accident, 
people's spirits couldn't have 
been lower,” Herbolsheimer 
says. Now there is “feverish 
activity,” he says, and an 
upbeat mood. Two recent con- 
ferences in Nashville and in 
Houston were attended by hun- 
dreds of companies. 

Herbolsheimer points to 16 
industry, government, and 
academic consortiums, spaw- 
ned by Nasa money, continu- 
ing to work on space-related 
projects and experiments. Dr 
Bugg’s work is with one such 
consortium . 

John Glaab, manager of 
Nasa’s small business and 
innovation research 

programme, says Congress and 
the President have recognised 
the need for small businesses, 
inventors, and entrepreneurs to 
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Nasa's space station was supposed to be built by 1992 but doe to budget cuts, It won't be in orbit till 
1994. In tbe meantime, a private company plans to launch a smaller version in 1992.

“We know a lot of these peo- 
ple are inexperienced, and we 
do everything we can to help 
them along,” Glaab says of the 
20,000 solicitations received by 
his office last year. Nasa saw 
potential merit in 2,000 of 
those, says Glaab, and sent 
those back with suggestions. 


Ultimately, 206 proposals were 
accepted and sponsors given 
$50,000 and six months to come 
up with a project. 

Bugg at the University of 
Alabama has developed an 
experiment using space to grow 
high -quality protein crystals.

RADIOACTIVE fallout from 
-the explosion of the Chernobyl" 
nuclear reactor has provided an 
uuetSecjfld benefit forrmrifinel 
scientists. 

It has given them the oppor- 
tunity to uncover the mysteries 
of the Black Sea and to monitor 
the impact of air pollution in 
the North Sea and the 
Mediterranean. 

In the Black Sea an inter- 
national team of oceanogra- 
phers is tracking the fallout as it 
i settles into themarine system of 
this 413,000 sq km body of 
water which is surrounded by 
the Soviet Union. Romania, 
i Bulgaria and Turkey. 

The Black Sea is the closest 
salt water body to the Cher- 
nobyl reactor site and it is also 
connected to the .accident site 
by the Dnepr River. 

One of the international • 
i team. Dr Kenneth Buesseler. a 
chemist at the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institute in 
Massachusseis, said, “The 
Black Sea is unique and very 
! little is known about it”. 

It is unique in the way it cons- 
ists of two distinct layers with 
brackish surface water 
| separated from- a large 
I basement of more-saline deep 
water. 

In a report of the impact of 
the fallout from Chernobyl,' 
i published in Nature, Dr Bues- 
seler said that radioactive 
isotopes acted like markets 
indicating the pattern of water 


flow and chemical processes in 
the Black Sea. 

It was fortuitous that the 
accident occurred midway 
through.' an -international 
.research programme in.whjch- 
scientists vfcere taking periodic: 
samples of sediments from a 
number of marine siles. 

The work involved placing 
sediment traps on the sea bed, 
and when they were recovered 
measuring the way material set- 
tled in the ocean. 

A group of French scientists 
from the National Centre for 
Scientific Research, CNRS, 
was among the research tea m . 

When the disaster occurred 
they were in the middle of mon- 
itoring the Mediterranean 25 
km off tbe coast of Corsica, at a 
depth of 200 metres, with 
sediment traps to record fluxes 
of material settling in the 
ocean. 

Before Chernobyl, the 
observation focussed on the 
fallout of industrial waste to 


understand how the ocean 
assimilates and get rid of them. 

The studies show that the 
microscopic plankton play a 
leading role in these processes. 
Once in t ht marine, f ood chain, 

. they - arc. digested. and excreted- 
by larger organisms. 

This leads to an aggregation 
of debris that sinks rapidly. 
Sediment traps at various dep- 
ths showed up to 1 00 metres per 
day. 

The traps were used to find 
the time radioactive fallout first 
arrived at various depths. The 
samples showed that it took less 
than 8 days for the Chernobyl 
fallout to be absorbed by sur- 
face plankton and carried 200 
metres down in the 
Mediterranean. 

The possible importance of 
micro-organisms in the proces- 
sing of marine pollution was 
suspected in the early sixties. 

“This could have dire con- 
sequences on the biological 
cycle of the planet as a whole”.

FAMILY DOCTOR

PREGNANT WOMEN SHOULD 
WEAR SEAT BELTS 


QUESTION: Is it OK for a pregnant 
woman to wear a seal belt? 

ANSWER: Absolutely. A pregnant 
woman can and should wear a seat belt and 
shoulder harness if they are available. In the 
United States, the largest cause of death in 
pregnant women is car accidents. In one 
study, 50 per cent of noateroal death 
occurred during automobile collisions. 

Unfortunately, many pregnant women 
find being strapped in uncomfortable and 
fear that the seat belt could harm their foetus 
during an accident. 

The problem is, most women don’t know 
how to properly position seal belts during 
pregnancy. 

The seat belt should be placed as low as 
possible across the upper thighs. Itshould be 
fastened as snugly as is possible, while still 


remaining comfortable. 

The shoulder belt should cross the body 
between the breasts, allowing as much as 3 
inches of slack between the chest and belt. 

Duringa long drive, it may benecessary to 
periodically readjust the seat belt and shoul- 
der strap to maintain comfort and safety. 

QUESTION: My ophtalmologisi said I 
have a cataract. Must l be operated on right 
now? 

ANSWER: When it has been determined 
that the cataract. Is the cause of your vision 
problems, you and your doctor will decide 
when to have the surgery, based on how 
your present vision is affecting you. Is it 
interfering with activities that you want lo 
do? A pilot or an accountant would opt for 
surgery before a retired person. It is not 
necessary to wait months or years for the 


cataract to "mature.'* When vision loss 
from the cataract prevents you from func- 
tioning normally, it is time for surgery. 
Waiting too long can sometimes pose 
problems because an overripe or hyper- 
mature cataract can be dangerous to the eye 
and make the operation more difficult. 
Until you do have the surgery, it is 
sometimes helpful to ha ve your eyeglass lens 
prescription made stronger. Special sun- 
glasses that block visible blue light and 
ultraviolet rays may shield your eyes from 
glare and make your vision seem a Utile 
clearer, sharper and more comfortable.

What to see in Cairo depends 
largely on the length of your 
visit and you interests.

archaeological importance or 
by exploring one district of 
Cairo at a time. 

The first approach is proba- 
bly more useful for those whose 
time is limited because one can 
quickly make a list of priorities 
and design a sightseeing day 
around it.

If you are not already travel- 
ing in a group, we would stron- 
gly recommend you join an 
organised city tour on your first 
visit to Cairo. It is the least 
costly way to tour and it will 
enable you to cover most of the 
essentials in a short time. 

Unless you have -a special 
interest in one aspect of Egypt, 
a generalised tour will be more 
satisfying than concentrating 
on only one aspect for the 
whole day. If, after one or two 
city tours, you want to strike 
out on your own, you will have 
a better idea of what to see and 
how to see it. 

Hiring a car or taxi with or 
without a guide and planning 
your own itinerary enables you 
to see and remain at the places 
that interest you most, but it 


Tips on 
ancient 

A VISIT to the Egyptian 
Museum, or to Memphis and 
Sakkara, is only an introduc- 
tion to the antiquities of Egypt. 
Not until you have made a trip 
to Luxor, Aswan and the other 
sites of Upper Egypt does the 
magnitude of ancient Egypt's 
civilisation become apparent. 
The 534 miles from Cairo to 
Aswan are dotted with ancient 
monuments and temples, with 
more being discovered all the 
rime . 

Strictly speaking. Upper 
Egypt is that narrow strip of 
green which stretches from the 
apex of the Delta 1 4 miles north 
of Cairo to the first cataract aL 
ShellaL, about six miles south of 
Aswan. It resembles the long 
stem of the lotus of which the 
Delta, or Lower Egypt, is the 
I flower. 

Only the most important 
sites are described here, but 
those who have the time will 
find dozens of lesser known 
places with fabulous mon- 
uments and ruins to explore. 
Upper Egypt 

Over 700 tombs have been 
discovered on the West Bank of 
Nile at Luxor. If you were to 
visit only 15 of the best you 
would be exhausted and proba- 
bly saturated with Egyptian art 
for a longtime to come. Do not 
overdo you sightseeing. If your 
time is limited, visit only a few 
tombs. Y ou should not attempt 
to see all the tombs unless you 


can be expensive. If you do 
decide to go off on your own, be 
sure to set the fee in advance for 
a hired car, guide, donkey, 
camel, carriage, horse, or 
whatever. 

If aL any time you should 
have trouble with a taxi driver, 
peddler, vendor, guide, or 
dragoman, you should report it 
immediately to the Tourist 
Office or the nearest Tourist 
Police. 

A list of local travel agents in 
Cairo and Alexandria is availa- 
ble in a local publication enti- 
tled Cairo By Night and Day, 
available from hotels and 
airlines. Some, but not all, 
operate their own tours of 
Cairo and Upper Egypt or can 
arrange them on short notice. 
The large companies, such as 
American Express and Misr 
Travel, have- regularly 
scheduled tours that you can 
purchase and join with other 
travellers. As an example, the 
half-day Pyramid and Sphinx 
tour is L. E. 14. An all day 
\ Memphis and Sakkara, 

‘ Pyramids’ and Sphinx tour is 
L.E. 25. Either a city tour or a 
tour ofOId Cairo is L.E 1 5 each 
and theevening programme for 
the Sound and Light show at 
the Pyramids is L.E. 1 2. 

How to get around: You may 
rent a car with or without a 
driver, to be {ticked up at the 
airport ou arrival. Hertz and 
other international car rental 
firms have offices at Cairo air- 
port and major hotels. This is 
particularly useful in helping 
foreigners cope with the taxi 
shortage and/or overcharge. 

On tnefirst visit to Egypt, it is 
not recommend renting a car 
without driver. Language 
becomes a problem when you 
strike out alone, and driving in 
Cairo is not easy. Besides, the 
cost of an English-speaking 
driver is so little (L.E.7 per day 
from Hertz) that it is worth it. 
We strongly recommend it for

are staying at least four days in 
Luxor. 

If you rely only a guide to 
explain the drawings, you will 
miss a great deal of their artistic 
value. For maximum benefit, 
familiarise yourself in advance 
with the names of the gods, the 
important Pharaohs and their 
representations in wall paint- 
ings. If you plan an extensive 
visit to the tombs, you will ben- 
efit immensely by carrying with 
you a book that details the 
drawings with pictures and 
explanations. 

Other useful items for the 


trip to Upper E^ypt are a fla- 
shlight, premoistened face 
cloths, and moisturising cream. 
At sites of antiquity, on trains 
or in cars, dust from the sand 
will collect on your skin. 
Cleanse your face quickly with 
a moistened cloth, follow it 
with a moisturiser and you can 
feel refreshed quickly and 
easily. Also, bring fresh 
lemons, lemon drops or mints, 
a collapsible drinking cup, a 
small thermos for water on 
Sightseeing rounds in the open, 
and a flash attachment for your 
camera for picture-taking 
inside tombs. Keep cameras, 
films, and lenses in plastic bags 
when not in use as protection 
a gains t the sand and dust 
And last of all, you will need 
a strong pair of legs, comforta- 
ble shoes and a zeal for tomb 
exploring — no matter what!

ised tour, and for business 
travellers who need to move 
around the city a great deal. 

In the latter case, it is smart to 
hirea car and driver by the week 
or longer, especially if you are 
likely to have several appoint- 
ments each day. A car and 
driver can save you hours of 
frustration as well as time. 

In addition to car rental 
firms, Limo has cars for hire. 
Rates are higher than the usual 
tarifTbut they are fixed prices. 

Taxis may be your best bet 
and can be hired by the hour, 
halfday or full day. By the hour 
the cost is about L.E. 5; for a 
halfday. L.E. 15-20, depending 
on your ability to bargain. For 
an eight-hour day. the cost will 
range from L.E. 30-40, includ- 
ing driver and gas, and more if 


the day stretches late into even- 
ing. Because of the great 
demand for hired cars, students 
and others with cats are free- 
lancing. They charge whatever 
price the traffic will bear, so do 
not hesitate to bargain with 
them. 

A novel way of beating traf- 
fic jams is to use river taxis 
which ply the Nile from early 
morning until late afternoon. 
They are crowded and best 
avoided during rush hours, but 
they are a great way to go from 
city centre to Coptic Cairo. 
Departure from Maspiro Ter- 
minal between Ramesh Hilton 
and Radio/Television Build- 
ing. Cost is 1 0 piasters! 

There are also trams (street 
cars) which are a very econ- 
omical way to travel but not 
recommended for the first time 


traveller or for those unfamiliar 
with Arabic. 

Hotefae After a decade of 
hotel shortage, Cairo is now 
well equipped with hotels in the 
deluxe and first-class 
categories. Seven well known 
American and several 
European chains are represen- 
ted. During the high season, it is 
wise for visitors to have confir- 
med reservations, especially 
between December ana April, 
and to have their confirmation 
notice in hand upon arrival in 
Egypt.

First Class: single with bath

A 12 per cent tax is added 
through Egypt on the hotel and 
meal charge, and a municipal 
tax of 2 to 5 per cent, depending, 
on the city. 

English is widely spoken in 
hotels throughout Egypt. 

The government designates 
hotels by stars, ranging from 
five (deluxe) to one (pension). 
In our experience all but a few 
hotels are overrated by at least 
one and sometimes two stars. 
Maintenance is a problem even , 
in the hotels belonging to 
reputable international chains. 
The Ministry of Tourism has 
begun a review to re-evaluate 
the rating of each hotel; 
however, it will be several years 
before the review is completed 
and new ratings assigned.

When to go: Egypt is a year- 
round travel destination, but 
October through May is the 
ideal time to visit Winter is 
considered the high season, 
especially at Luxor and Aswan 
jm Upper Egypt which has been, 
a popular winter resort for 
Europeans since Edwardian 
aristrocrats made it fashiona- 
ble. 

The year-round climate in 
Cairo is very dry. In the winter 
months it is warm and comfor- 
table by day but at night it can 
be cool enough for a light- 


weight coat April lends to be a 
month of unpredictable 
weather and can still be cool 
and windy. You may encounter 
the Khamseen (sirocco) during 
the spring. 

From June through Septem- 
ber, Cairo is hot and Upper 
Egypt is very hot However, 
leading hotels in Cairo, Luxor, 
and Aswan are air-con- 
ditioned, and if one is careful to 
sightsee in theearly morning or 
late afternoon, it is not 
unbearable. 

Packaged Toons Many tour 
operators offer packaged tours 
to Egypt which for one price 
include transportation, hotels, 
sightseeing and most meals. 
Such inclusive packages are the 
most economical and conven- 
ient way to visit Egypt and are 
strongly recommended, par 
lieu laxly for first-time visitors. 

A large number of packages 
combine Egypt with several 
other Mediterranean or Middle 
Eastern destinations. Multi- 
stop packages are enticing, but 
are not recommended. On such 
a tour, you will see the 
Pyramids and Sphinx, visit the 
Egyptian Museum and the old 
bazaars of Cairo — but you will 
not see Egypt. There is too 
much to enjoy in Egypt to com- 
bine it with a hurried trip 
through four or five countries 
in two or three weeks. Of neces- 
sity, the emphasis of any Mid 
die East tour is on history, mon 
uments and antiquities, and 
even the most avid history buff 
or amateur archaeologist may 
tire of too many museums and 
temples in a day. Moreover, if 
you combine too many coun- 
tries on one tour the impres- 
sions run together. Egypt alone 
is more than worth a visit 

Passports and Visas: All 
visitors to Egypt must hold a 
valid passport or documents in 
lieu of passport Egyptian .con- 
sulates abroad are authorised 
to issue entry visas for tourists 
valid for 30 days and renewable 
for six months. 

Currency 

The unit of currency is the 
Egyptian pound (L.E.). It is 
divided into 100 piasters. Each 
piaster is subdivided into 10 
milliemes . Pounds can be writ- 
ten in the following way: L.E. 1 
orLJE. l.OOOorlOOpt (i.e. one 
hundred piasters). (KD. 1 
equals L.E. 8 (approx.)

At 
Cairo airport, exchange 
facilities are available 24 hours 
daily; at ports, the bank opens 
upon arrival of ships. 

In an effort to wipe oat the 
black market, the government 
in May 1987 devalued the 
Egyptian pound by 37 percent. 
It is the first stage of a long- 
range programme to create an 
open market for currency 
exchange. Tourists and certain 
other commercial sectors ben- 
efit from the new rate, which is 
now set at L.E. 1 = U.S. S2.15 
or U.S. $1 = .46 piatres. In 
settling hotel bills, you may be 
asked to show evidence of 
foreign currency being exchan- 
ged at authorised banks. You

A VOYAGE up the Nile by 
steamer is one of the most 
delightful trips in Egypt, and 
now with 75 boats — a seven- 
fold increase in the past decade 
— supply has matched 
demand. Most of the new ves- 
sels are in the four-and-five- 
star categories and offer three- 
to five-night cruises between 
Luxor and Aswan, plus 
Abydos and Denderah; or 
seven-and 1 1 -night excursions 
that travel to Middle Egypt or 
sail between Cairo and Luxor/ 
Aswan. 

Prices start at $45 per person 
per day for four-star ships; $90 
per person per day for five-star, 
during the high season months 
of October through April; and 
S35 for four-star and $65 for 
five-star from May to Septem- 
ber. However, prices vary 
greatly and are currently being 
discounted as much as 50 per 
cent because of the oversupply. 
It pays to shop around. Gen- 
erally, prices include all meals 
and sightseeing in the company 
of a trained guide or Egyp- 
tologist. 

A cruise on the Nile differs 
from ocean cruising in several 
ways. Nile steamers, compared 
to ocean-going cruises ships, 
are small and cozy like a yacht 
and have informed and com- 
fortable atmospheres. Some 
ships accommodate as few as 20 
passengers, while the largest 
take up to 1 52 people. 

Staterooms, slightly smaller 
than those of standard cruise 
ships, are comparable in size to 
cabins on ships that sail the 
Greek islands. They are well- 
appointed and comfortable. 
Most are fitted with twin lower 
beds; some have wall pull- 
down bunks for a third person, 
dressing table or nightstand, 
closet, and private bath with 
shower. Ships wiLh suites often 
have full bath with tub. Four 
and five-star ships are fully air- 
conditioned. 

Small ship size limits the 
recreational and entertainment 
facilities, but these are not 
important considerations on a 
Nile cruise where the attrac- 
tions are the antiquities and the 
scenic countryside. On the 
other hand, ships bolding 80 or 
more passengers have lounges 
for reading and relaxing, bar, 
sundeck, swimming pool, 
pleasant dining room with full

and have informal and comfortable atmospheres.

table service and evening enter- 
tainment. Laundry services 
and hair saloon are also availa- 
ble. 

Nile cruises begin in one of 
three places — Cairo, Luxor, or 
Aswan. More and more com- 
panies are offering long cruises 
throughout the year because 
they are increasingly popular 
and because the new ships are 
air-conditioned. 

Passengers who begin their 
cruise in Upper Egypt usually 
travel to Luxor or Aswan by 
plane or train. In Luxor, a town 
next to the ancient site of 
Thebes, the ships dock on the 
east bank of the river near the 
Etap and Winter Palace hotels, 
within walking distance of 


Luxor Temple and the Luxor 
Museum, and a short carriage 
ride from Kamak Temple, the 
most colossal ancient mon- 
ument in the world. 

Sightseeing includes a full 
day on the West Bank of the 
Nile, in the Valley of the Kings, 
where the tombs of Tutank- 
tiamnn and other pharoahs 
were found; the Valley of the 
Queens; the Tombs of the 
Nobles, which contain some of 
the most important art of 
ancient Egypt; apd other great 
temples and monuments. 

From Luxor, many cruises 
sail downstream (north) to visit 
the Temples of Abydos and 
Denderah; others take in only 


the sites between Luxor and 
Aswan. Abydos is one of the 
oldest sites of worship in the 
world and, because of its art, is 
considered the most important 
temple in Egypt. Tours beyond 
Abydos are available on longer 
cruises which stop at Tel A1 
Amama, the capital of 
Pharoah Akhenaton and his 
beautiful wife, Nefertiti; at 
Minya. the largest town of cen- 
tral Egypt; and at Beni Hassan, 
site of 12th century tombs — 
unusual tomb drawings show 
ancient Egyptians practicing 
judo and playing ball games 
that appear to be similar to 
those we play today. 

From Luxor, ships also sail 
upstream (south) to Aswan, 
and stop for sightseeing at 
Esna, Edfu, and Korn Ombo — 
all sites of temples dating from 
the Ptolemic and Greek 
periods. If the cruise begins in 
Aswan, the same itinerary is 
followed in reverse order, sail- 
ing downstream to Luxor. 

Aswan was the capital of 
Nubia and an important trad- 
ing place in ancient times. 
Today, it is primarily a winter 
resort and the administrative 
centre for the High Dam and 
the surrounding region. Aswan 
is dotted with antiquities, most 
importantly the Temple of 
Philae, which is located on an 
island in the middle of the river. 

Egypt without theNDe River 
seems inconceivable. One's 
first view of the river snaking its 
way through the desert is a 
dramatic illustration of its 
importance throughout' 
Egypt's history. Beyond the 
ribbon of green — the land 
irrigated by the Nile — the 
desert begins and stretches 
endlessly into the horizon on 
both sides. 

The Nile flows so gently that 
ships glide almost impercepta- 
bly. The banks of the river are 
never more than a short dis- 
tance away, and passengers can 
enjoy aclose view of rural life in 
Upper Egypt. Life on the land 
bridges centuries. Cruise pas- 
sengers see scenes along the 
river banks and in the green 
fields that replicate ancient 
drawings °n the walls of the 
temples and tombs. The sense 
of endless time and tranquility 
is almost overwhelming, par- 
ticularly in contrast to the roar 
and clamour of Cairo.

VISITORS to Egypt find it 
remarkable that the story of a 
civilisation more than 50 cen- 
turies old could be so eloquen- 
tly told by the variety of mon- 
uments which stand through- 
out the land. 

Born on the banks of the Nile 
as early as the third millennium 
B.C., Egyptian civilisation 
developed to achieve unpre- 
cedented peaks in architecture, 
sculpture and painting. 

True, its development was 
interrupted for brief periods 
during the Persian, Greek and 
Roman invasions, but the 
advent of Islam early in . the 
seventh century A.D. ushered 
in a new era and Al Fustat, the 
first Islamic capital of Egypt 
(founded by Anur Ibn A1 Aas in 
641 A. D) marked a definite tur- 
ning point. 

Islamic intellectual revival, 
particularly in the natural 
sciences and philosophy, was 
still developed under the 
various dynasties that ruled 
Islamic Egypt — the 
Omayyads. the Toulounids, 
the Fatimids, the Ayyoubids, 
the Mamelukes, and, finally, 
the Ottomans. 

The Islamic monuments 
in Cairo 

Amr Ibn A1 Aas Mosque 

This was built in 642 A.D. 
(2 1 AH) to the north of the 
Babylon fortress, and is, 
therefore, the first mosque to be 
built in Egypt. It is simple in 
design; its original pillars were 
made of palm tree trunks and 
the roof of palm tree leaves. 
Improvements were 

introduced over the years, as 
well as accretions of various 
kinds. 

Today the mosque consists 
of a vast open courtyard 
surrounded by four loggias, the 
largest being the one contain- 
ing the prayer niche, facing 
Mecca. It has marble columns 
of differerent styles and some of 
its walls are panelled with wood 
carvings depicting Byzantine 
floral designs (mainly 
grapevines). 

D» Touloun Mosque 

This was built during the 
reign of El Emir Ahmed Ibn 
Touloun in 879 A.D. (265 AH) 
and is one of the largest and 
oldest in Egypt It still retains 
its original architectural 
character. Its design is simple, 
consisting of an open courtyard 
with an ablution facility in the 
middle surrounded by four Log- 
gias, the biggest being the one 
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The mosque of Qalawoon 

containing the prayer niche. 

The southern, western and 
northern parts have been enlar- 
ged and surrounded by high 
walls. Red bricks have been 
used throughout in the same 
style as the Samarra Mosque in 
Iraq. The pointed arches of the 
loggias rest on round bases, and 
are all decorated, from top to 
bottom, with floral and 
geometrical designs. Arch- 
shaped apertures in the bases 
help to lighten the load. 

The walls of the mosque are 
dearrated by 128 latticed win- 
dows of various types. The 
niche itself is covered with mar- 
ble and gold mosaic and 
surrounded by four pillars of 
marble with floral-shaped 
capitals. The pulpit is made of 
wood and dates back to 
Mameluke limes. It is a master- 
piece of fine Islamic art and its 
inlays are the most beautiful in 
the history of Islamic art. 

The present minaret of this 
mosque was built in 1926 A.D. 
(696 AH) by Sultan Al Man- 
souri in place of the original one 
which had fallen into ruin. This 
is built of stone and has a wind- 
ing external staircase and a 
square base, more or less like 
the old one. The horseshoe 
arches at the base suggest 
Andalusian rather than con- 
temporary influences A board 
showing the history of the 
mosque attracts the attention 
of visitors, apart from the 
Fatimid prayer niches in the 
bases of some of the columns in 


the central loggia overlooking 
the court. 

The hospital, school and dome 
of Qalawoon (1285 A.D . — 684 
AH) 

This is a superb amalgam of 
monuments, in Al Mu’izz Lidin 
Allah street, at the northern 
end of the goldsmiths' market. 
Built by Sultan Al Mansour 
Qalawoon, it comprises a hosp- 
ital, a mosque (including a 
school) and a magnificent 
dome standing over his tomb. 
Aesthetically, this cluster of 

biddings is very rich and inspir- 

^The dome itself is a rare mas- 
terpiece of Islamic art: its outer 
surface is covered with marble 
inlaid with mother of pearl, and 
its inside is covered with golden 
inscriptions. Its high prayer 
niche is unparalleled in its 
exquisite marble decorations. 
From top to bottom the dome is 
covered with bright-coloured 
decorations and gilt. On the 
northern side of the dome 
stands an enormous minaret 
which was restored by the Sul- 
tan’s son Al Nasser Mobam- 
med in 1303 A.D. 

Al Hakem Mosque (1012 AD 
—430 AH). 

This is situated at the end of 
Al Mu’izz Lidin Allah Street 
Though work started on it in 
the days of Al Aziz, the second 
Fatimid Caliph of Egypt, in 990 
A.D-, it was destined to bear the 
name of a later Caliph — Al 
Hakem Bi'amr Allah. The 


mosque, which Js an architec- 
tural masterpiece by any stan- 
dard, was originally situated 
just outside the old city walls of 
Cairo, that is, facing the Bab- 
Alfutuh city gates, but, as the 
city expanded in the days of 
Badr Al Jamali, the Fatimid 
Prime Minister, new city walls 
were built to enclose the 
mosque. 

After the Cairo earthquake 
of 1302 A.D., a Mameluke 
F-mir by the name oFBaybars Al 
Jaokiez ordered major repair 
and reconstruction work on the 
mosque, and arranged for 
“Islamic sciences" to be taught 
in it. 

Al Aqmar Mosque: (1125 AD. 
—519 AH.) 

This is situated also in Al 
Mu'izz Lidin Allah street, and 
was built on ordersof Caliph Al 
Aamer Bi’Ahkam Allah. It is 
one of the rare Fatimid mon- 
uments which are relatively 
well preserved. Its face is 
decorated with Kufic inscrip- 
tions. 

Al Safih Table Mosque: (1160 
AD— 555 AH.) 

Standing dose to Bab 
Zuweila, at the crossing of 
Ahmed Maher and Al ' 
Suroujiyyah streets, this is one 
the most beautiful Fatimid 
monuments in Cairo. A 
Mameluke ruler of Egypt, Buq- 
tumur, introduced certain 
architectural changes, includ- 
ing a rare wooden pulpit, which 
have enhanced its beauty.

Bonds and treasury bills 
IT: will coyer deficit: Khorafi 


UAE will have to issue bonds: Al Hamar 
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LONDON, March 30, (KunaY 
Kuwaiti Finance Minister Jasem 

.AJ Khorafi said in a press 
statement here today that the 
/present government bonds and 
treasury bills are enough to 
secure the necessary, liquidity to 
cover the expected deficit in the 
state’s budget for the fiscal vest 
1988/89. . w 

He added in an interview with 
the - . London-based Arab 
magazine A) Majalla, that the 
duration Of these bonds and bills 
is IQ years, expressing hope that 
“this liquidity would be enough. 
Otherwise a new law should be 
issued for other years.” 

'Revenues 

On the size of the expected 
deficit in the new budget, the 
Kuwaiti official explained that in 
the previous budget the deficit 
was KD 1 .4 billioq, noting that 

the country's revep ues are expec- 
ted to be the same as last year’s 

On the next five-year plan, 
Khorafi said that we should ben- 
efit from our experience in' the 
previous plan and work is 
currently going oh to evaluate 
the current plan. 

He noted in that re^rd that 
tbenew plan should be more real- 
istic in- order to make its 


implementation posable. 

Commenting on the effect of 
uie cut down in oil prices on 
Kuwait’s revenues, the finance 
minister said that this has effec- 
ted the state's revenues, therefore 
the government re-evaluated its 

expenditures. 

He added that the govern- 
ment's expenditure was high d ur- 
mg the rise of oil prices “but we 
should seek expenditure ration- 
alisation to go in co-hercnce with 
our (financial) capabilities.” 

Regarding the current econ- 
omic situation in Kuwait. 
Khorafi said that the situation is 
stable and many negative effects, 
kft over by the financial crisis in 
Kuwait, have been solved. 

Affected 

On the effects of the Iraq-Iran 
war on Kuwait’s economy, the 
Kuwaiti, official said that ‘trade 
transit' is the most economical 
sector that was affected by the 
Iraq-Iran war. • 

On the unified economic 
agreement between the Gulf 
Cooperation Council states, I 
Khorafi said the delay in apply- 
ing this agreement was due to 
different capabilities of each 
member country, stressing that 
sacrifices are needed to achieve 
the unified Gulf market. 


ABU DHABI, March 30, 
(Reuter): The UAE must issue 
bonds to finance the nation's per- 
sistent budget deficit and tackle 
the problem caused by falling oil 
prices. Central Bank governor 
Abdul Malik Al Hamar said. 

He warned that the recent 
decline on the world oil market 
would raise the deficit on this 
year’s combined federal and 
local budget for the confedera- 
tion of seven emirates. 

Tackle 

Al Hamar told Reuters in an 
interview: “Bonds have become 
indispensable to tackle the (bud- 
get) problem.” 

The UAE said early this 
month it would issue bonds 
worth between two billion and 
three billion dirhams ($540 to 
800 million), but has not said 
when they will be floated. 

The Central Bank governor 
was speaking late last afternoon 
before news broke that Saudi 
Arabia is postponing its planned 
issue of government bonds. Ban- 
kers in the kingdom said that 
decision appeared to have been 
prompted partially by objections 
from the country's conservative 
religious bodies. 

In the UAE, sharp spending 
cuts and the introduction of 
import taxes and services fees 
have failed to eliminate budget 


deficits in the face of declining oil 
prices. 

Al Hamar said: “Issuing of 
medium and long-term bonds 
would not only radically cut the 
deficit but also would attract part 
of our overseas investment and 
help remove constraints on 
government plans due to unsta- 
ble oil prices.” 

Halved 

Oil provides more than 80 per 
cent of the UAE’s revenues and 
declining prices and production 
have almost halved income from 
60 billion dirhams ($1 6.3 billion) 
in 1985 to 33 billion dirhams 
($9.0 billion) in 1987. 

Despite austerity measures, 
the federal budget deficit has per- 
sisted and more lhan doubled in 
1987 to 2.75 billion dirhams 
($750 million) from that of the 
previous year. 

The federal budget is financed 
from half the income of each of 
the seven emirates making up the 
UAE — Abu Dhabi, Dubai, 
Sharjah. Ras Al Khainiah, 
Ajman, Uram Al Qaiwain, and 
Fujairah. 

According to Al Hamar, the 
deficit for the combined budget, 
taking in the federal. and 
individual emirate levels, fell to 
10.9 billion dirhams ($3.0 
billion) in 1987 from 13.9 billion 
dirhams ($3.8 billion) in 1986.

Measures to boost exports 

India announces landmark trade policy 


NEW DELHI, March -30, 
(Reuter): India unveiled today 
wide-rangjng measures to raise 
exports and liberalise con trols on 
imports of high technology and 
capital goods to boost the 
drought-hit economy. 

Finance Minister Narain Dutt 
Tiwari told reporters India's 
second three-year import-export 
policy starting on April 1 “had 
been framed in the backdrop of 
our ultimate objective to wipe 
out the trade deficit in the 
foreseeable future.” 

India’s trade deficit in the first 
1 0 months of fiscal ! 987/88 narr- 
owed seven per cent to Rs 54.25 
billion ($4.1 billion) from last 
year, due largely to higher costs 
of oil imports, Tiwari said. 

“Although this is welcome, the 
persistent trade deficits continue 


to be a cause for concern,” he 
said. 

India’s total 1986/87 trade 
deficit hit Rs 75.17 billion ($5.8 
billion), down from a high of Rs 
87.63 billion ($6.7 billion) in 
1985/86. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
began reforms to modernise the 
country's agriculture-based 
economy when he took office in 
1984. 

Businessmen and economists 
.said the pace of liberalisation 
slowed as Gandhi sought to 
counter criticism his policies 
primarily benefitted the affluent. 

Tiwari said “it is our earnest 
endeavour that the exporter 
should be enabled to devote his 
undivided attention to export 
promotion instead of spending 
his time and energy in obtaining 


concessions and facilities from 
the government.” 

Tiwari added 745 more items, 
including capital goods and raw 
materials, to the open general 
licence scheme, under which 
export-orientated manufac- 
turers can import without apply- 
ing for licences. There are now 
about 2,500 items under the 
scheme. 

He said exporters badly 
needed to import capital goods, 
even if these were available in the 
domestic market, because lower 
.international prices would help 
Indian firms remain viable in the 
world market. 

Under Lhe plan, Indian firms 
could import large computers 
with disk storage capacity of at 
least 1,000 megabytes. 

Tiwari said 26 bulk purchase 


items currently imported by the 
public sector would be de-canal- 
lsed to the private sector. 

He also relaxed controls to 
increase incentives to local indus- 
tries which sell most of their 
products to export-orientated 
firms, saying there would be 
great foreign exchange savings if 
these firms become internation- 
ally competitive. 

Slowing 

Economists forecast India’s 
economic growth slowing to 
about 1.5 per cent in 1987/88 
from 4. 1 per cent last year due to 
last summer's severe drought. 

But Tiwari, while relaxing 
controls on imports, also 
cautioned industry “to exercise 
maximum restraint in imports, 
keeping in view the strains on the 
balance of payments.”

But on Monday the tax-collec- 
ting internal revenue service said 
to qualify for the extension tax- 
payers must show they were out 
of the country at least 14 con- 
secutive days, including April 15. 


Japan to open construction 
projects to American firms 


Reserves for debtor loans 
put UK bank in red 


WASHINGTON, March 30, 
(Reuter): Japan has agreed to 
open its domestic construction 
projects to US firms, staving off 
possible American trade sanc- 
tions, US Trade Representative 
, Clayton Yeutter said yesterday. 

The agreement was reached 
after a week of intensive negotia- 
tions. 

No details of the agreement 
were announced but deputy 
trade representative Michael 
Smith said the pact would clear 
the way for American firms to 
bid and win contracts on a wide 
range of central and local gover- 
nment projects in Japan. 

Yeutter told reporters before 
meeting congressmen working 
on an omnibus trade bill that the 
accord would tenefit US firms 
which previously had not been 
allowed to participate in Japan- 
ese construction projects. 

“We hope the US construction 
companies take advantage of the 
new agreement,” hesaid. 

Delayed 

The pact was announced at a 
news conference which was 
delayed for 30 minutes while 
Japanese negotiators questioned 
‘some of the details of the 
agreemenL 

“We've hit a few snags,” said 
Yeutter as Japanese officials 
huddled over the agreement “It 


might lake another two years,” 
he joked. 

Nearly two years of negotia- 
tions were required to gel Japan 
to open its closed construction 
market to foreign firms. 

US construction firms did 
only minimal business in Japan 
last year, while Japanese firms 
did an estimated $3 billion worth 
of construction business in the 
United States. 

Smith said the agreement laid 
out a series of unspecified 
procedures which would enable 
US companies to participate in 
the growing number of public 
works projects planned in Japan 
over the coming years, including 
several large airports. 

Benefit 

Meanwhile in Tokyo, an 
industry spokesman said today 
third countries will not 
automatically benefit from a 
Washington-Tokyo pact open- 
ing the Japanese construction 
industry to American compan- 
ies. 

“We expect demands from 
overseas for access to the Japan- 
ese market to rise,” a spokesman 
for the Japan Federation of Con- 
struction Contractors told 
Reuters. 

“But it is impossible to think 
they wouJdautomatically receive 
the same treatment (as the 


United States),” he said. 

A broader application of the 
agreement was not ruled out by 
government officials, who said it 
had not yet been decided whether 
measures agreed to in the US- 
Japan pact would apply to other 
countries. 

“This was an agreement bet- 
ween the United States and 
Japan, but the measures can be 
applied to third countries as well 
on the basis of reciprocity,” a 
construction ministry official 
said. 

The European Economic 
Community, which recently won 
a ruling in a world trade body 
against an exclusive US-Japan 
semiconductor pact, is expected 
to react strongly if excluded from 
the construction agreement 
Expressed 

South Korean and Chinese 
construction firms have also 
expressed interest in the growing 
number of public and private 
construction projects planned in 
Japan, including several large 
airports. 

The US-Japan agreement was 
reached yesterday just ahead of a 
March 31 deadline imposed by 
Washington, which was con- 
sidering imposing curbs on selec- 
ted Japanese exports if the talks 
had remained stalemated past 
that time.

The bank, which also sold off 
its remaining interests in South 
Africa last year, said it lost £274 
million ($510 million) before 
taxes in 1987. Its 1986 pre-tax 
profit was £254 million (S472 
million). 

“1987 has turned out to be a 
year in which the group was beset 
by a series of difficult problems,*' 
said chairman Sir Peter Graham. 

Standard Chartered made a 
charge of £234 million ($435 
million) for bad and doubtful 
debts in 1 987, up 27 per cent from 
1986. 

“While a large part of this 


heavy charge was undoubtedly 
due to economic reasons, man- 
agement failure was also a sig- 
nificant factor," Graham said. 
“Remedial action has been 
taken.” About 90 per cent of the 
total involved loans made in 
Malaysia and Canada and loans 
made by Union Bank of Califor- 
nia and United Bank of Arizona. 

Standard Chartered is selling 
Union Bank, California's fifth 
biggest, to a Bank of Tokyo 
affiliate for $750 million, while 
the Arizona Bank is going to 
Gticorp for $2 1 0 million. 

1 1 also sold its remaining 39 per 
cent interest in a South African 
bank last year. 

Lent 

Standard Chartered said that, 
as of the end of 1 987, it had lent a 
total of £2.47 billion ($4.59 
billion) to 32 countries desig- 
nated as having problems paying 
off their debt. 

But it set aside £519 million 
($965 million) last year in a 
reserve to cover possible losses 
on these loans. After counting 
the funds it set aside before 1987, 
the bank's provisions cover 
about 25 per cent of these loans.

BEIRUT, March 30, (Reuter): Lebanon won agreement from 
France and two other foreign creditors to delay repayments on its 
foreign debt, the first official postponement by the war-tom 
nation. Central Bank sources said today. They said the French 
government, which lends to Lebanon under a financial protocol, 
the European Investment Bank and Abu Dhabi Investment Fund 
accepted a request made in late 1987 to postpone payments for a 
few months.

The Central Bank 
sources said it was accepted “on a friendly basis” and had been 
sought partly because of bureaucratic difficulties in making 
payments caused by the division of Beirut into Christian and 
Muriun sectors in the 13-year dvi) war.

Opec Fund loans for 
developing countries 


VIENNA. March 30, (Opecna): 
The Opec Fund for International 
Development is to extend SI 2 
million in loans to three develop- 
ing countries in Asia. Africa and 
Central America. 

Philippines will receive $6.5 
million to finance an agricultural 
technology education project, 
which represents the first phase 
of the government overall plan to 
upgrade the agricultural educa- 
tion system. . 

The $29 million scheme will 
contribute to the development of 
well-trained technological arid 
business-oriented agricultural 
manpower req uired to raise farm 
productivity in 1 3 of the coun- 
try's 1 77 provinces and support 
non-formal education program- 
mes for farmers. 

This is the sixth loan extended 
by the Fund — previous loans 
were used. to finance projects in 
transport fisheries, agriculture 
and energy sectors. 

Rwanda will receive $3.5 
million for the Gitarama-Muk- 
amira road project which aims 
at linking the Gitarama region in 
the centre of the country with the 
northern city of Mukamira. 

The $51.7 million project is 
expected to enhance the socio- 
economic development of the 
north-western part of the coun- 


try by providing a safe and per- 
manent transportation link to 
other regions. 

This represents the sixth loan 
being extended by the Fund. 
Three previous ones were for 
balance of payments support, 
while the remainder went to fin- 
ance hydropower and road 
projects. 

Bolivia is to receive $2 million 
to finance the Chuquisaca Sur 
rural development project, 
which aims to improve the social 
and economic conditions of 
small-scale fanners. 

Extended 

The $8-9 million project mil 
directly benefit 4,260 farmers 
and their families by increasing 
agricultural production through 
the provision of improved seeds 
and new crops, more rational 
rotation of crops and use of 
insecticides and better soil and 
water management. 

This is the fourth loan exten- 
ded by the Fund. Previous ones 
were used to finance agricultural, 
water supply and sewerage 
projects. 

AJ1 loans carry annual interest 
rates ranging between two and 
3.25 per cent plus one per cent 
service charge. They are repaya- 
ble in 17 years, including a five- 
year grace period.

British Steel 
to pull out of 
South Africa 

LONDON. March 30, (AP* 
British Steel Corp. will close its 
office in South Africa by the end 
of May because of its 
unprofitability, an official said 
yesterday. 

The announcement came a 
day after the anti-apartheid 
movement reported that one- 
fifth of British companies 
operating in South Africa have 
pulled out over the past two 
years, partly because of falling 
profits. 

A British Steel spokesman, 
who refused to be identified, said 
its three-person sales office, 
which is the company's only one 
in Britain, will be expected to 
shut by the end of May. 

“We're not selling . enough 
steel to afford to keep the office 
open.'' said the spokesman. 

The action by the state-owned 
company was first Tevealed in 
parliament, where a committee 
was examining a bill paving the 
way for the company's privatisa- 
tion. 

Opposition Labour Party law- 
makers had introduced amend- 
ments calling for the company to 
close its South African office to 
protest apartheid and protect 
British jobs from the threat of 
imported steel. 

Between 1981 and 1986, Brit- 
ish Steel's sales office in South 
Africa sold 900 tons of steel, 
compared to a total of 377,600 
tons imported from that country 
by Britain. The European Econ- 
omic Community banned steel 
imports from South Africa after 
1986. 

Brazilian 
inflation drops 

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil, 
March 30, (AP): The Brazilian 
cost of living was listed as 16 per 
cent in March, down slightly 
from February's high of 17.96 
per cent, the government said 
today. 

Inflation for the past 12 mon- 
ths totaled 387; 19 per cent, up 
from the 381.13 per cent regis- 
tered in February, according to 
the Geography and Statistics 
Institute. 

The government recognise the 
institute's figures as official. 

Inflation since January was 
59.4 per cent, the institute said. 

Finance Minister Mailson Da 
Nobrega has said cutting infla- 
tion is a priority and has pledged 
to cut the massive deficit, widely 
believed to fuel cost of living 
increases.

UNITED NATIONS, March 
30, (Opecna): Nicky Beredjick, 
director of the Natural Resour- 
ces and Energy Division of the 
UN Department of Technical 
Cooperation for Development, 
said yesterday that sooner or 
later, “oil prices may become 
tight and prices will consequen- 
tly rise.”

ing was important. 

He said his department was 
currently responsible for disbur- 
sing some $10 million annually 
from the United Nations 
Development Programme 
(UNDP) and trust funds for 
projects in energy planning, 
solar, wind and biomass, and 
mi ni-hy d ropower. 

An additional $25 million, 
contributed by Italy, had been 
devoted to geothermal energy 
projects over the past two years, 
Beredjick said. 

He said his department had 
worked towards establishing 
reliable systems of information 
for energy planned and plan 
execution. It had developed, in 
cooperation with Japan, a soft- 
ware package called “enerplan” 
which allowed energy planners 
to build models for simulating 
economic and energy systems.

Fed keeping currency market guessing 


NEW YORK, March 30, 
(Reuter): The US Federal 
Reserve has had some success in 
preventing a further drop in the 
dollar through an inscrutable 
intervention strategy that has 
thrown the currency markets off 
balance, dealers said yesterday. 

Ceatral banks routinely sup- 
port currencies by buying at a 
central level, but dealers say the 
Fed, the US central bank, bas 
recently achieved a level of soph- 
istication in market intervention 
that eludes quick intervention. 

Strange 

“There's something strange 
about the way the Fed is doing 
things. But if it can keep people 
off balance it can postpone pres- 
sure on Lhe dollar,” said one 
dealer with a US bank. 

Dealers reported the Fed 
bought dollars yesterday morn- 
ing when the US currency was at 
1 24.50 yen. They said they were 
stunned when the central bank 
came back in the afternoon to 
buy dollars around 124.70 yen.

KUWAITI dinar interbank 
deposits displayed a softer tone 
in a calm market, with traders 
relieved over a Central Bank 
move late on Tuesday to renew 
all its separate monthly loan set- 
tlements with Kuwaiti banks.

Ecuador’s Energy Minister Fer- 
nando Santos Alvite said yester- 
day that Opec should agree on a 
five per cent total output cut to 
boost tumbling international oil 
prices. 

“This decision, which would 
have a healthy effect on the 
market, should be taken by Opec 
as lonj* as other producers not 
belonging to the organisation 
adopt a similar conduct,” Santos 
Alvite said in an interview with 
Reuters. 

Go up 

He said that if both Opec and 
non-Opec members agree to cut 
production by about five per 
cent, prices could go up to the 
official $18 a barrel level. 

Santos Alvite said all 13 mem- 
bers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
were producing about 17 million 
barrels per day'(bpd). The 
group's quota is 15.06 million 


bpd, excluding Iraq, which did 
not sign the last Opec accord. 

“A five per cent reduction in 
the second quarter would 
amount to about 850,000 barrels 
per day,” Santos Alvite said “If 
you add up the cuts by non-Opec 
members, we would reach the 
effect we are seeking on the 
market.” 

At least two Opec ministers 
plan to try to persuade non-Opec 
producers to cooperate in an 
effort to boost prices, he said. 

Santos Alvite also said that an 
Opec price committee meeting, 
set For April 9 in Vienna, may not 
be enough to halt sliding world 
oil prices. “The price committee 
should call an extraordinary 
ministerial conference to make 
adjustments to the organisa- 
tion’s crude output,” he said. 

The Opec price committee is 
made up of oil ministers from 
Nigeria, Indonesia, Saudi 
Arabia, Algeria and Venezuela. 


US factory orders fell by 0.8pc in February 


WASHINGTON, March 30. 
(Reuter): New orders for US 
manufacturing goods fell by 0.8 
per cent in February, the Com- 
merce Department reported 
today. 

The February drop was within 
the expectations of economists 
who had expected orders to fall 


by as much as one per cent. Fac- 
tory orders were down 0.6 per 


cent in January. 

February factory orders fell by 
$1.71 billion from January bring- 




ing the total to a seasonally 
adjusted 3210.86 billion, the 
Commerce Department said. 

Decline 

The February decline was the 
largest monthly decline since 
August, when orders fell 1-4 per 
cent, the Department said. 

Excluding defence, which 
varies widely from month to 
month, factory orders fell 0.5 per 
cent in February after declining 
0..6 per cent in January, the 
agency said. 

Despite the decrease, 
February orders were $16.23 
billion, or 8.3 per cent, higher 
than a year ago. the agency said. 


market value, 255 companies 
made all four lists and 531 firms 
ranked on two or more of the 
rosters.

On March 22, the department 
said in a preliminary report that 
February and January durable 
goods orders had each fallen 1.8 
percent. 

Orders for non-durable goods 
in February fell 0.4 per cent to 
$97.94 billion after rising 02 per 
cent in January. 

Despite the decline in 
February factory orders, econ- 
omists said recent economic data 
showed the economy was grow- 
ing at a steady pace. 

Activity 

Meanwhile, the most widely 
used barometer of future US 
economic activity rose 
moderately last month while 
sales of new homes had their 
greatest increase in almost two 
years, the government said yes- 
terday. 

The rises conformed wi th most 
other economic statistics for 


February. More than half a 
million new jobs were created, 
industrial output increased, and 
personal income and spending 
expanded. Inflation, meanwhile, 
remained under control. 

The Commerce Department 
said its index of leading econ- 
omic indicators rose a seasonally 
adjusted 0.9 percent in February 
after falling a revised 1.1 percent 
in January. The monthly index 
has been seesawing since last fall. 

Five of the nine components 
that make up the index con- 
tributed to the gain, with a sharp 
jump in building permits leading 
the way. 

Jumped 

The department also said sales 
of new single-family homes jum- 
ped 20.3 per cent in February to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 628,000,, following declines of 
10.3 per cent in January and 6.9 
percent in December. 

The homes sales increase, the 
largest in nearly two years, reflec- 
ted sharp gains in all regions 
except the west, the department 
said. At the same, the average 
price of a new home fell to 


$139,000 in February from 
$1 45,700 in January. 

"Both indicators are 
additional bright signs for the 
economy, pretty clearly raising 
the question of how much 


the question of how much 
growth we will have, not whether 
we will have a decline,” said 
Allen Sinai, chief economist of 
the Boston Company in New 
York. 

Revised 

Earlier this year most econ- 
omists predicted a downturn in 
the economy because of the effect 
the stock market crash last 
October, but they have revised 
their forecasts upward as con- 
sumerspending has held its own. 

A continuation of the econ- 
omy's 64-month expansion, 
already the longest ever in 
peacetime, is expected to help 
Vice-President George Bush’s 
presidential bid because of his 
association with the Reagan 
administration's economic 
policies. 

Economists said the recovery 
in home sales was the result of a 
decline in mortgage rates in 
February and increased 


optimism about the economy on 
the part of horaebuyers. 

“I think home buyers are start- 
ing to pick up on the more 
optimistic economic reports," 
said economist Mark Obnnski of 
the US League of Savings Ins- 
titutions. 

“Also, mortgage rates were 
down in February and that never 
Fails to spark buyer interest," he 
said. 

Encouraged 

While economists were 
encouraged by the home sales 
recovery, they noted it follows 
two monthsofsharpdeclinesand 
still leaves sales 14.9 per cent 
below their year-ago rate. 

“This is back to being in the 
doldrums instead of being in the 
dumper,” said Martin Regalia, 
chief economist of the National 
Council of Savings Institutions. 

Regalia, who said the January 
sales decline appeared to be an 
aberration, said he expects sales 
to remain at about the current 
rate for a few months before ten- 
ding lower later this year follow- 
ing an expected rise in mortgage 
rates.

DETERMINED BRITON ENDS MEXICAN’S BRIEF REIGN 


Honeyghan KO’s Vaca to regain WBC title 


WEMBLEY, England, March 
30, (AP): Lloyd Honeyghan had 
promised for weeks that his wel- 
terweight boxing title was only 
on loan to Jorge Vaca.. 

He didn't need long to prove 
this point. 

“I’m back in my rightful 
place,” the 27-year-old Briton 
said after demolishing Vaca in 
three rounds last night to win 
back the World Boxing Council 
(WBC) c«w* “I’m going to 
keep the title lor a long time.” 

Honeyghan, dethroned by 
Vaca five months ago in the only 
blemish of his 32-fight career, 
became only the second Briton to 
regain a world title at any weight 
when he knocked out the Mex- 
ican at the Wembley Arena. 

Pinning Vaca to the ropes in 
the middle of the third round, 
Honeyghan unleashed a torrent 
of blows, finally putting his man 
down with a crunching right to 
the body after more than a min- 
ute of cons tan l punishment. 

“1 was switching to the head 
and body. He didn't know where 
I was going to hit him” Hon- 
eyghan said. 

Vaca. who won the title last 
October on points when Hon- 
eyghan was blamed for an

eighth-round clash of heads that 
left the Mexican covered in blood 
and unable to continue, was 
outraged aftei his brief reign as 
champion. 

“The last blow was definitely 
too low," Vaca said through an 
interpreter, “it had a piercing 
effect and took the wind out of 
me.” 

The craggy-faced Mexican, 
who had pledged he would be 
braver and stronger than Hon- 
eyghan, threw plenty of punches 
in the first two rounds. 

Bui he lacked the challenger's 
power and penetration and also 


had the worst possible start when 
a first-round cut opened up 
above the bridge of his nose. 

For a time, history looked like 
it might repeat itself as Vaca 
glanced at referee Joe Cortez, 
pointing to the cut and theD to his 
head, indicating he had been but- 
ted. 

But this Lime, there was no 
stoppage, and no action against 
Honeyghan. Vaca lasted less 
than two more rounds, being 
counted out at 2:58 of the third. 

He gave Honeyghan no credit 
for winning back the title, saying 
the Briton fought dirty.

Dewit avenges 
1984 Games 
defeat 

EDMONTON, Canada, March 
30. (UPI): Canadian heavy 
weight champion Willie Dewit 
avenged an Olympic Games loss 
to Henry Tillman last night, 
gaining a unanimous decision in 
the 10-round fight. 

Tillman, who won the gold 

medal before a hometown Los 
Angeles crowd at the 1984 Sum- 
mer Games after beating Dewit 

in the medal round, was unable 
to initiate his kind of fight — 
working the jab and staying on 
the outside. Dewit, who clearly 
won all but the first and eighth 
rounds, scored heavily with body 
blows and uppercuts. 

“In the first few rounds, I wan- 
ted to go out there and make sure 
1 didn’t gel caught cold." Dewit 
said. “But after that I felt very 
confident just wal king in, and he 
wasn't able to bit me as I was 
coming in.” 

Dewit improved to 20-1- L the 
only loss coming to American 
Bert Cooper last .year when 
Bewh was knocked out feaHy lit' 
the match. 

“I don’t feel like I got hit with 
much at all tonight," Dewit said. 
“I was going under a lot of pun- 
ches, keeping my hands up and 
blocking punches. So I feel that 
mv defense has improved a lot." 

Dewit said last night's fight 
was similar to their Olympic 
matchup. “He fought pretty welj 
the same style, a lot of holding," 
Dewit said. "He didn’t run as 
much this time.

Botham talks 
of hair-raising 
‘revelations’ 

PERPIGNAN, France, March 
30, (Reuter): England cricketer 
Ian Botham was far from hum- 
bled following his sacking by 
Queensland yesterday and 
promised he would soon have 
harsh words to say about his 
experiences in Australia. 

Speaking to journalists in Per- 
pignan, where he is due to start a 
charity walk with elephants 
across the Alps, the fiery all- 
rounder commented: “I will 
ultimately be free to voice revela- 
tions, ladies and gentlemen, that 
will make your hair stand on 
end." 

First fined and then dismissed 
by Queensland after only one 
year of his three-year contract 
because of a series of incidents, 
including a court appearance 
where he pleaded guilty to 
assault, Botham stammered 
nervously as he read out a 
prepared statement and said he 
would not answer questions. 

Earlier, before news ofhis dis- 
missal was known, Botham told 
reporters he and Queensland had 
discussed his future a week ago. 

“1 have every intention of 
going back (to Australia) at this 
moment in time. I have no reason 
lo worry about anything," he 
said. 

In Brisbane, Queensland 
executive chairman Norm 
McMahon announced after an 
emergency two-and-a-half hour 
meeting of the association the 
decision to dismiss Botham had 
been unanimous. 

Disgusted 

Botham's manager, Tom 
Byron, sard he was stunned by 
the derision. 

Meanwhile, Australian crick- 
eters and fans expressed mixed 
feelings today over Queensland's 
decision to dismiss BoLham. 

Queensland Cricket Associa- 
tion (QCA) secretary Grantley 
Evans said he had received 
numerous phone calls from dis- 
appointed fans over the incident. 

“All the calls I've taken this 
morning have been from irate 
supporters of Botham," he said. 

Yesterday the QCA said 
Botham had not complied with 
certain provisions of his con- 
tract. forcing the association to 
end die agreement. 

Former Australian and 

Queensland Test fast bowler 
Geoff Dymock said he was dis- 
gusted by the QCA action. 

“I've seen other players do 
worse things and use extremely 
foul language jrad-ihey have not 
even been ‘ reprimanded," 
Dymock said. "Botham was a 
great team man . He never tried to 
entice other players out drinking 
late at night. In fact, he was 
usually the first to bed before a 
match. 

Dymock said the fiery English 
all-rounder was a great attrac- 
tion to Australian crowds and 
Australian cricket would suffer 
from his absence. 

But former Australian and 
Queensland captain Greg Chap- 
pell said Botham brought about 
his own downfall through unac- 
ceptable behaviour. “He has no 
one to blame but himself," he 
told reporters. 


Australia takes 
neutral stance 

SYDNEY, March 30, (Reuter): 
The Australian Rugby Union 
(ARU) said today it would not 
stop any player from joining a 
World XV tour of South Africa. 

Executive director John 
Dedrick told Reuters the ARU 
would leave the decision to 
individuals, bui so far no Aus- 
tralian player had been invited to 
join the world team. 

“We take a neutral stance. We 
neither approve nor disapprove 
and leave the decision to 
individual players," Dedrick 
said.

Swiss support

GENEVA, March 30, (Reuter): 
The Swiss Football Association 
(SFV) strongly supports the re- 
admission of English teams to 
the three European club com- 
petitions, an official said today.

Member countries have been 
asked by UEFA to indicate their 
views on playing English teams 
before the St Andrews meeting. 
English clubs have been banned 
from Europe since 1985 when 
Liverpool fans were largely 
blamed for the deaths of 39 peo- 
ple in riots before the European 
Cup final in Brussels on May 29.
